All England Angry Over the Way 
in Which Bismarck Played 
His Cards. 


A Great Discussion in Progress Over 
the Government’s Action as to the 


Nicaraguan Canal. 


The Last Year a Disastrous One for British 
Interests All Around—A Merry Chuist- 
mas for the Poor. 


BricHtTon, England. Dec. 26.—[ Special Corre- 
spondence. }—* What are ye a throwin’ mud at 
me for?” exclaimed a boy who was walking 
peaceably along the road to another who, from 
the top of a shed, ejaculated at him his filthy 
missiles. To which the offender replied, 
Cos Bill Jones jest give me a lickin’, and I's 
bound to have it out on somebody.” 

This aneodote may form the text of a sermon 
on the political events of the last week in En- 
gland and the comments thereon in the press 
by the press gang thereof. To him who can 
rise from the narrow to the broad in surveying 
the times as they run there comes ever and 
anon something so immensely absurd that one 
may well believe that the bighest pinnacies of 
buman wisdom, with. all their mossy walls and 
stately towers, are founded on the rock of the 
ridicuious. Tou. my readers, or we, all of us, 
are prone to believe that diplomacy means 
depth of intelligence, and that the minds which 
partition out the broad worid in which we live 
and sway the destinies of nanons, making the 
navies sail hither and armies march thither, 
causing cities to spring up at will, 
and colonies to live and die & voilenté 
—you, I say, suppose that to do these 
great deeds there goes at least as much com- 
mon sense as a peanut-dealer puts into buying 
and selling her ware, or an ola darky into 
diplomatizing the swap ofa pair of breeches 
for one of brogans and a watermelon. 

Not a bit of it—not the least dot or fraction. 
This week there has appeared from tne Ger- 
man Government a White Book, which has 
been a white sheet of shame for the English 
people. This work sets forth how the Lords ot 
England in the Foreign Office sbilly-ehallied 
with Bismarck over the taking or letting alone 
of certain great islands, such us New Guinea, 
New Ireland, and other parcels of real estate— 
how the great German Chancellor played my 
Lords as a shrewd jester might play with a 
petulant, willful, silly child, and of course led. 
or drove, or teased them into doing exactly 
what he foresaw they would. Those who re- 
member the war diplomacy and proclamations 
ot the great and good Benjamin Bu.iler, with 
their grim bumor, may form a very accurate 
idea of the White Book. Gen. Butler's proc- 
lamations were like deadly bullets, cast and 
painted to resemble eyes, and which winked 
with ineffable fun at the victim as they came 
whistling into his brain. The great and good 
Bismarck i his White Book winks in 
the most . fashion at the Brit- 
ish diplomat before hittmg bim. Verily, it 
seems wonderful in reading this work to reflect 
that mortal man can be such an ass. Weil, 
this week the entire British press is admitting 
that England has been done, and that most 
righteously brown, most deservedly crispy. 
“Even the Daily Neus, says the Pall Mall. 
„ has plucked up heart to find fault, in how- 
ever faint a voice, with the action of the Gov- 
ernment. Indeed, there is not one single note 
of approval or condonation to break the 
chorus of angry and contemptuous criticism 
which greets the publication of the Biue Books 
on the Angra Pequena scandal.” My Lords 
Derby and Granville didn’t know and hadn't 
time; Germany didn't help them enough to 
make up their minds—on the contrary, it 
helped itseif. But the real point of the whole 
which makes the business so utterly bhumiliat- 
ing to England is the manifest and ridiculous 
display of British arrogance and diguity—of 
senile conceit and Turveydrop in his dotage 
with which my Lords treat the German, and 
which was the real reason why they were out- 
done. The bumor of the thing is not as yet 
apparent to the English—it will be weeks ere 
that dawns on them—but the asininity of the 
impoliveness manifested by the British gentie- 
men is apparent to all: May it prove a 
great national moral lesson—for the Lord 
knows it is needed! Something to teach 
Jobn Bull that there is an enormous 
difference between cheek and chic, and that 
the former is behind the times, would do him, 
as Ben Gaultier says, an m@ternal deal of 
good. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The trouble was in this, that the English 
Lords had no definit idea of what they wanted 
or whether they cared to have New Guinea, 
but were (far above all this) greatly possessed 
witu a sense of their own personal dignity and 
of impressing it on Bismarck. The predomi- 
pant idea in the correspondence was a haughty 
order to the German to wait, and they would 
let bim know all about it when it suited them. 
Now there are two sides to waiting. It is 
mighty fine to tell your tailor in a dictatorial 
tone to come next year with his confounded 
bill, but if be puts in compound interest and 
likes delay better than cash it is a bad thing 
for you. For such as Bismarck, tout vient a 
lui qui sait attendre—“ he may get anything 
who'll wait for it.“ Meanwhile, my Lords 
were like the congregation whom the good 
clergyman addressed, saying: 

You shall and you shan’t and you will and you 


won't, 
You'll be d——d if you do and be d-—d if you 
don't. 

So of course the wool was drawn over their 
dignified eyes in the most artistic manner. 
Now the Germans have settled themselves 
nicely in all the new colonies, and the English 
press, making the best ot a bad bargain, say 
that it is all right and they are very glad of it. 
and that there is plenty of room for both of us. 
So ds the German hornet or stinging devil 
departs, they exclaim: ‘‘Go, go, poor fly! the 
world is wide enough for you and me!” This 
is another piece of fun—the manner in which 
the entire press protests its peifect content, 
nay, its delight that Germany has got all this 
new land, as contrasted with its red-hot rage at 
my Lords tor letting the Germans have it. 


THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 


Thus endeth the first joke. The second re- 
quires that we return to the last. Being very 
angry at being licked by Bismarck the bad 
British poy is now throwing mud at Brother 
Jonathan, and ali about the Nicaragua Canal. 
I believe that English taith in self is incurable. 
For the seif is made of itself; try to remove it 
leaf by leaf it is like peeling an onion—when 
the last is gone there will be no onion left. We 
of America, it may be conceded, certainly have 
rather more interest than any one elsein a 
canal across the Isthmus of Darien. We bore 
with patience the Lesseps beginning of a bore. 
England approved of that, because when the 
French dug the Suez ditch (without English 
aid, by the way, but with much English ridi- 
cule) she soon bought up the majority of the 
shares. And it was at once said in England 
that in like manner we will buy out this new 
concern. But when the United States Gov- 
ernment proceeds, like Mickey Flanagan with 
the whisky barrel, to bore a hole of its 
own, there is a chorus of wrath 
provoked by their characteristic arrogance and 
faith that everything in the world is theirs, 
they rush bot foot into another quarrel 
urged by the same vanity. Read exempli gra- 
tia what the Saturday Review says of the Nie- 
aragua Canal treaty: 

“It bumptious were a word included i 
the vocabulary of polite diplomatic language, 
it is undoubtedly the one which would be used 
to describe the last act of the United States 
Government, whether the more outrageous 
torm of it which was announced first or the 
less outrageous form which was announced 
first be the true one. To assume the sole and 
exclusive right of making, maintaining, and 
protecting a channei connec the two great 
oceans of the world, without o any sort 
of guarantee to Europe as to the reasonable 
use of it, would in itself be a pro- 
ceeding of somewhat audacious charac- 
ter, no matter what might be the territory 
allround. Just fresh from one good whipping 
through which that channel was to be cut. For 
instance, if the United States had first an- 
nexed Nicaragua, and then, being the absolute 
owners of that partof the isthmus, run a ship- 
canal through it for the convenience of its own 
citizens and allies, exclusively of all other per- 
eons, there would bave been, to say the least 
of it, some strong provests made on the part of 
such nations as were not counted amongst the 
favored allles. But the cool presumptuous 
ness of the design appears a hundred times 
more remarkable when it is remembered that 
the country through which the new channel is 
to run is a State protected by a most celebrated 
treaty against annexation or occupation of 
any kind by the United States; that the cut- 
ting of a canal through it by the United States 
alone is by the same compact positively pro- 
hibited; and that all rights of meddling with 
Central eye wate Be va the om or indirect

BRITISH ASSURANCE, 


To which one might reply that if brass and 
sass were included in the refined vocabulary 
of newspaper correspondence it is undoubt- 

characteristic of Saturday 
comments on the treaty. It appears to 
be really amazed that it can enter into any- 
body’s head that anybody except England can 
have anything to do with such a canal. It 
continues: “A rages 9 connecting the At- 
lantic Ocean directly with the Pacific, and sav- 
ing many hundreds of miles upon oné of the 
most important routes to India and Australia. 
is one of which itis of the most vital impor- 
tance that we should not abandon the control 
to a rival Power. Add to this the enormous 
importance of such a channel to our Canadian 
colonies, and we have a reason for insisti 
upon the Clayton-Bulwer treaty more 
cogent than could be alleged for perhaps any 
other treaty now in existence. That being so, 
and 13 of our Foreign Office having 
been 8 as has been described, it becomes 
simple in the last degree to conciude what 
would be the view now taken of the Nicaragua 
treasy by an English Ministry which nad any 
sort of backbone ia it.“ 

That is to suy, plainly as pen can put it, that 
no Power but Engiand is to contro) an isthmus 
cunal! “If we had a richt and duty to save 
the Suez Canal from being Under control of a 
single Power,“ continues the reviewer, we 
bave ten times more of an Obligation to save 
the Nicaragua Canal from a4 similiar fate.“ 
That is, the English opposed and ridiculed the 
Suez Canal, and did nothing—aye, worse than 
nothing—towards making it, and when it 
proved to be a success saved“ it from being 
controlled by any one nation by buying what 
its own Blue Books call a controlling intiuence 
for itself! “ Behold, itis a lamb which I have 
saved from the wolf.” “Aye—for thy own 
table. 

One jourpal suggests that England allow the 
Americans to dig their canal on condition that 
we stop the dynamiters from further outrag- 
ing. This reminds me that in days of yore, 
when | was the editor of the old Knickerbocker 
Magazine, we had an occasional contributor 
who was very touchy and remarkably high- 
toned. Somebody sent in an articie which was 
much in his style, and I published dt, attribut- 
ing it to him. Great was his wrath—but he 
finally offered to compromise and forgive if 
I would buy an article of him. He was indig- 
nant—but not above making a lucrative settle- 
ment. 

A BAD YEAR FOR ENGLAND. 

Now we are, as I write, at the end of the 
strangest year that England ever experienced 
—a real annus mirabilis of tremendous and ter- 
ribie changes—a year of glory and of shame, of 
brightest sunshine and of blackest clouds. It 
has seen the franchise extended to 2,000,000 
more men—that means the one decisive step 
which will ere long change Great Britain to a 
republic. It means the sweeping awayof a 
privileged class, which is as great a curse to 
any country as slavery or serfdom, for these 
latter, after all, were only the negative side of 
the same great wrong. This.year has also wit- 
nessed the breaking up, as it were, within a 
few weeks, of the. strange superstition into 
which all the world had fallen: that Britain 
actuaily held the heathen and the uttermost 
parts of the world for her inberitance, and that 
her sway, like that of the Popes of old, extend- 
ed in partibus infideiium. This is the most ter- 
rible shame, the bitterest humiliation, which 
this proud country bas ever experienced, and 
she will never recover from it. Do what she 
may, from this time forth—from the day of 
the Woite Book—she must simply work abreast 
with others, and no longer flaunt and 
flourish her flag as foremost. And the 
worst of it all is—and this is 
keenly felt—that it might bave been entirely 
avoided but for the silly, egotistic arrogance of 
the superannuated, doddering old men in the 
Foreign Office, who seem to have lost all men- 
tal faculties save an overpowering sense of 
their own importance and their ability to snub 
and dictate to others; for it was by their own 
red tape and vanity, and notbing else, that my 
Lords were ensnared, and tied up, and sold cheap 
by the great German—who, indeed, boiled 
them in their own fat. So it has come to pass 
that a popu‘ar paper proclaims that in 


_ politics there is little good cheer for English- 


men this Christmas. Wherever we look abroad 
we see failure behind and danger before us. 
The Egyptian imbroglio is more perplexed and 
more threatening than ever, and our colonial 
policy bas become the derision of the world 
and a stumbling-block to the most loyal 
of the Euglisu beyond the sea, 
whether in South Africa or Australasia. 
Some splendid countries close to our own pos- 
sessions have been thrown away, and, what is 
worse, we are threatened with still raver 
losses. and our rulers seem smitten with leth- 
argy, and unable to prevent them. Nor is the 
dark prospect abroad relieved by any brighter 
outlook in our own ¢puntry. On all bands 
come reports of depression, of men out of 
work, of business dragging on without, - profit. 
The pessimists will have no lack of matertal 
for the Christmas moralizings.”. To all of 
which we can only respond in the words of the 
devout Deacon at the Washtubville revival: 
Amen, O Lord; chat’s so—you bet!“ 
CHRISTMAS FOR THE POOR. 

Toturnto a pleasanter subject, there is 
something really touchiug in the great effort 
made this year by all classes to give the poor, 
and especially their children, a merry Christ- 
mas. As this was done notin the pbarisaical 
and parish relief, or “our -churech”’ 
way, which is too apt to characterize 
such kindness, but in a hearty, old-fashioned, 
generai, and uncouventional manner, I have 
been charmed to watch it. Thus poor men 
mostly blind were sent about the streets of 
Briguton with boxes and banners, announcing 
that they were collecting funds for a great 
Christmas dinner for all the poor. Truth col- 
lected literally many thousands of presents, 
mostly toys, to be given to poor children in 
hospitals and elsewhere. As for the loafers on 
the loose here and there, and the poor devils 
in particular who abound in this land, even 
they hold up their heads as if deeming that 
some good windfalis cannot tail to come to 
them. And, indeed, there are some who, if one 
as much as speaks to them civil or stands a 
drink, incontinently form great expectations 
of small fortunes. As befell me yesterday, 
when going along the Maine Parade at the 
fashionabie hour when swells do greatly 
abound, I beheld a tinker, one as manifestly a 
blackguard gypsy as ever came from India. It 
needed but the tenth of a glance, and he saw 
that I noticed him and began to beg me to let 
him grind my penknife. Then I in Romany 
said unto him: “Truly, brother, I have no 
knife, and it has 80 sharp an edge 
that thou canst not better it.“ And 
be, amazed, answered: “Art thou of 
us?” To which I, prevaricating, replied: 
“Thou art a Lee, and I am a Le—with land 
added to it—and what is this which I speak if 
it be not the Kalo jib“ (the black language)? 
To which he, as one overjoyed, answered by 
shaking my band (which every gypsy wouid do 
to the King himself if he were ever addressed 
as pal or brother ), and then said: Won't 
you stand a glass of drink?” And I answered: 
„All you can hold, but nothmg more.“ So he 
said: Follow me. And I did so, up a side 
street and so on toa quaint, vulgar, antique 
inn, in which were tramps drinking. It seemed 
asif I had gone back a century, so old-fash- 
joned was the place, so wan and so odd were 
its denizens. The Jandiord, a powerful and not 
bad-looking young man, gave me a good glass 
of bitter ale, while Mr. Lee hada rum hot, 
with sugar, with a drop of lemon. I suspect 
that the being with sucha guest as myself 
(I had just bougbt me a brand-new Lincoin and 
Bennett bat, and was otherwise done up” to 
match) inspired Mr. Lee with a sense of dig- 
nity. For when a very Vulgar man present 
spoke to him, the tinker replied, with awful 
dignity: I just wish yer to hunderstand that 
I'm ‘ere in this ere gentleman's company, and 
desires to ‘ave no conversation with yer.“ 

Unfortunately Mr. Lee was one of those who, 
having got a good thing, always overdo it. He 
bad his rum hot, with a squeeze of lemon in 
it—he was promised all he could hold, and this 
would not have been a little—and he bad the 
giory of being in company with a Romany rye. 
Seeing bimself, as it were, launched in a stylisb 
eareer of boundless prosperity, he took me 
aside and asked me to let him have panj cu! ios, 
which, being interpreted, means five shillings, 
or $1.20. And I answering sad: Brother, 
s there another gypsy in this town?"’ To 
which be replied that Wacker Cooper was here. 
(Of this Wacker, whose true name is Orpbeus, 
there is somewhat published in my book on 
the English gypsies.) Then I said: “Go now 
and ask Wacker Cooper, 
known from infancy this twenty years, if 
be or any gypsy ever Knew me to give 
a penny to Any monger-mengro (beggar) who 
asked forit. Brother, I give thee sixpence! 
I will see thee damned first.” So I went my 
way, and Mr. Lee missed a Christmas shilling 
which I had ready for him, besides the unlim- 
ited drinks. 

I could not help reflecting, as I went my own 
way. how much the conduct of Anselo Lee, the 
tinker, was like that of my Lords Derby and 
Granville. They, too, bad fine chances, and 
might have done well and come out with dig- 
nity. But alas! like the African chief who 
was executed by his subjects because he hab 
too much sass, they came to grief for putting 
too much side on. If the phrase comports 
with the dignity ot journalism I should say 
that, like the gypsy, they Slonped over. Trop 
nuit—ne quid nimis. By overdoing it Jack lost 
the mare.

Sardou’s Last Play and Its First 
Representation in 
Paris. 


A Drama in Which There Are Many 


Sarah Bernhardt at Her Best—Wild En- 
thusiasm of the Delighted 
Audience. 


A Paris dispatch to the London Times under 
date of Dec. 26 says: 


Theodora,“ a new play in eight tableaux 
by M. Sardou, is bemg performed tocight 
atthe Porte St. Martin Theatre. The event 
bas been looked forward to for months 
with great interest, and that for several 
reasons. In the first place, the choice of 
subject showed a new departure by M. Sardou. 
The plot has not, indeed, been divulged, for 
the interviewing of the dramatist on the eve 
of the appearance of a new play had been car- 
ried to ęue a length that people knew before- 
hand what was to be said, and that state ot sus-* 
pense which is the dramatist’s or noyelist’s 
great art was thus frustrated. Hence, a re- 
action has set in, and playwrights now not 
only endeavor to keep tho public in the dark 
until the performance comes off, but even 
threaten if the plot nas been improperly di- 
vulged to postpone the piece long enough for 
people to forget what they have heard of it. 

It was known, however, that M. Sardou bad 
gone back to Byzantine history for bis subjéct, 
and there has been natural euriosity as to 
whether so inimitable a delineator of contem- 
porary manners, so masterly a handler of so- 
cial problems, would prove equally at home in 
the sixth century. There are, of course, but 
few who can judge whether in such an attempt 
historic fidelity is observed; but even the un- 
learned can tell whether an historical piece is 
natural—whether, in short, si non 6 vero, 6 
ben trovato. 


Another question was how Mme. Sarah Bern- 
bardt would acquit herself as the heroine. 
She was taken ill during the rehearsals in the 
summer, but for which accident the piece 
would have been brought out some months 
earlier; and her flight to the seaside in 
searob of health was the pretext in some 
quarters for the most ungenerous imputations, 
calculated, in view of her temperament, to re- 
tard her recovery. Happily, however, she has 
been able to resume the rehearsals, and as it is 


a good while since she appeared in a new play 
everybody bas been on the tipwe ot expecta- 
tion to see whether her gifts and versatility 
were unabated, and whether her success, com- 
bined with the meritof the piece, would be 
such as to insure her invitanons from the chief 
European Capitals. 

Yet another subject of speculation was 
whether the Porte St. Martin, which does not 
pretend to the resources of the Francais, would 
de able to mount in excellent style a drama 
scarcely within its ordinary range. No won- 
der, then, that the house was crammed from 
top to bottom, and that the curtain rose amid 
breathless silence. 

The scene is laid at the period when Belisa- 
rius has been traduced and disgraced. The 
first tableau represents an audience given by 
Theodora, the Aspasia whom Impe caprice 
and disregard of the proprieties have raised to 
the throne, She receives presents and peti- 
tions in rapid succession. A young Frank, 
Caribert (M. Paul Réney), 18 among those who 
thus pay her homage. The audience over, the 
Empress and her companion Antonina, the un- 
worthy and repudiated wite of Belisarius, dis- 
cuss the handsome Frank*whom Antonina had 
urged the Empress to receive. Antonina has 
enlisted the Empress’ sympathies in her con- 
jugal troubles, and the latter promises ber 

offices in inducing Belisarius to be recon- 
ciled, but dismisses her with a warning not to 
become enamored of the young stranger. This 
ends the first tableau. 

In the second, Theodora summons her maid, 
and fliygs off ber imperial dignity... Away 
with etiquet!” she exciaims, and her real char- 
acter and low birth are revealed. She lves 
on visitmg some of her former und. 

lyitig sorth in disguise, she bolds a witty 
25 tion with an old woman, à fortune- 
teller arte Laurent), whom she baa known 
at Aiéx@hdria in her early days. She helps the 
old woma cook her dinner, and is ques- 
tioned abott how the world has used her. 
Theodora tells her she is married. What is 
your husband's business“ A little of every- 
thing.” “A swindler,’ is the woman’s 
muttered comment. Sarah Bernb&rdt was ad- 
mirable in this amusing iuterview, and was 
warmly applauded. 

The third tableau was also wonderfully ef- 
fective. Andreas and some conspirators are 
at dinner, and Andreas (Marais) tells them of 
a handsome lady, a widow, with whom he is in 
love, and whom he intends to marry.

Not if she were the greatest lady—the Em- 
press herself?“ asks the fair unknown. Andreas 
becomes still more emphetic in his negative 
declarations, and begins to deciaim against the 
Empress. Theodora is now alarmed lest her 
identity should be discovered, louds Andreas 
with caresses, and at length rushes away in a 
distracted state, love and fear contending for 
the mastery. Whatscope this scene afforded 
for Sarah Bernbardt’s powers may be con- 
ceived, and she was fully equal to her reputa- 
tion. 

In the seventh tableau Justinian shows him- 
self in the light of a thorough coward, cruel, 
as cowards are. The rebels have crowned a 
new Emperor, and Justinian gives orders to 
flee. But all is suddenly changed by the valor 
of Carivert the Frank, the rebels are repulsed, 
Justinian gains courage, and orders no quarter 
to be given. Suspicious of his wife and An- 
dreas, for whom be has persistently interceded, 
be directs that she shall be watched. Learning 
that Andreas is in concealment Theodora bas- 
tens to protect him, and in the last tableau he 
dies, protesting his hatred and cursing ner, in 
her arms. 

The character of Theodora is too strange, 
too unusual, for one to pass an opinion on 
it at half-past 1 o’clock in the morning— 
when the curtain fell. I reserve all com- 
ment, and meanwhile will merely men- 
tion that the performance was accompanied 
throughout by ever-increasing enthusiasm. 
The scenery and dresses were of the most ex- 
travagantly costly character, and the piece is 
in all respects mounted with the utmost mag- 
nificence. With each tableau the applause in- 
creased, and during the tourth it was almost 
frantic. 

Here is ascene: The interior of the imperial 
palace reveals Justinian (Pb. Garnier) and 
Theodora. The conspiracy, of which Theo- 
dora announces the existence, forms the sub- 
ject of the dialog. The Generals are sum- 
moned to receive instructions, which are inter- 
rupted by the sudden entry of Antonina. She 
announces that the rebels are at the door, and 
that Marcelius, the Captain of the Guard 
(whom the spectators have seep at the meeting 
in the bouse of Andreas to be a conspirator), 
has given orders to surround the room of Beli- 
sarius. Belisarius has been restored to favor, 
and now holds a high office in the household. 

Justinian, in terror, proposes flight. but 
Theodora restrains him. He and his officers 
retire to an adjoining room, and Marcellus 
enters in the dark. Theodora enters at another 
door. Marcelius, thinking bimseif followed by 
his friends, goes to cut off the Emperor's re- 
treat. Theodore closes the outer d Mar- 
ceilus is isolated, and in the adjoining room is 
struck down by zelisartus. As he is carried 
past, Theodora saves him from Justinian’s 
threats of torture, and undertakes to ascertain 
the truth from him.

Theincrease of specie and legal-tenders 
was over $9,700,000 and the gain in surplus 
reserve $7,628,750, increasing the amount 
held by the banks in excess of the legal re- 
quirements to 847,644,375. 


Ix a letter to the Secretary of War, an ab- 
stract of which will be found on another 
page, Gen. Sherman reiterates his charges 
against Mr. Jefferson Davis, and declares that 
the former President of the Confederacy 


was the head of a conspiracy to destroy the 


United States Government and to erect upon 
its ruins a plutocracy at the South. 


News is received of the storming of 
Hickorytown, Fosstown, and Belltown on 
the west coast of Africa by the German 
squadron in those waters. The natives had 
expeiled King Bell and threatened the mer- 
chants. Fosstown was burned and Hickory- 
town bombarded. The German agent, „Herr 
Pantanius, was murdered by the natives. 


Ir is said that the new Bennett-Mackay 
cables are overcrowded with matter, the bulk 
of which consists of news dispatcifes. The 
pooled companies encourage reports to the 
effect that the Bennett- Mackay Company is 
so overloaded as to be unable to pay proper 
attention to private business. It is declared, 
however, that the reports have no foundation 
in fact. 


Democratic leaders at Washington are 
laying plans against the not-unlikely event 
of an extra session of Congress. Mr. Ran- 
dall said yesterday that an extra session 
would unsettle business and bring condemna- 
tion upon the Democratic party. It will be 
necessary for Congress to show greater in- 
dustry than heretofore in order to get through 
the appropriation bills by March 4. 


Gen. STEWART will start from Gakdul to- 
morrow with 2,000 men for Metemneh, on 
the Nile, near Shendy. The Ameer of San- 
gora, the Mahdi’s lieutenant, has been rein- 
forced, and the rebels under his command 
now number 8,000. These odds are not 
greater than those which the British encoun- 
tered successfully at the battles of Teb and 
Tamanieb. 


Tue Chicago produce markets were less 
active Saturday, with provisions very weak 
and wheat only alittle less so, both being 
sold heavily by the men on top. As com- 
pared with Friday pork closed 40 cents lower, 
lard 17½ cents lower, meats 20 cents lower, 
wheat 1 cent lower, corn Ken cent low- 
er, oats 4¢ cent lower, rye 1}¢ cents higher, 
flaxseed 2 cents higher, and barley un- 
changed. During last week our stock of 
wheat increased about 490,000 bushels and 
of corn about 340,000 bushels.

CABINET SCHEMES, 

The irrepressible conflict in the Demo- 
cratic party over the tariff question has 
broken out in the controversy over the con- 
struction of Cleveland’s Cabinet. The free- 
traders have been snubbed. Neither Carlisle 
nor Morrison has been sent for by Cleveland, 
and now it is said that neither of them would 
go to him. Ex-Senator McDonald has not 
been invited to give his counsel to the in- 
coming President, and it is known that he is 
in close affiliation with the Watterson-Car- 
lisle-Morrison faction of the party. Randall, 
on the other hand, is said to have impressed 
Cleveland as a great man, and the persist- 
ence with which William C. Whitney of 
New York is mentioned in all the Cabinet 
slates is said to be due as much to Randall's 
influence as to Whitney’s relations with the 
Payne-McLean crowd in Ohio. 

The conceded selection of Whitney as a 
prominent and indispensable member of the 
new Cabinet is certainly remarkable, and it 
is not the best augury for Cleveland’s good 
intentions with reference to administrative 
and tariff reform. Whitney, about whom the 
country knows as little as it did about Cleve- 
land when he was nominated for President, 
is described as follows by a Washington cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Press: 


Mr. Whitney, sometimes called Coal-O Billy, 
ie the son-in-law of Senator-elect Payne of 
Ohio, and brother-in-law of Oliver W. Payne, 
one of the richest members of the Standard 
Coal-Oil Company. To this connection Whit- 
ney owes his wealth, fame, and claim to dis- 
tinction, and to nothing be has ever done bim- 
self. In New York City it is spoken of as a 
fact that Oliver Payoe presented Mra. Whitney 
with $1,000,000 and one of the finest palaces on 
Fifth avenue, costing $600,000. Whitney is a 
lawyer by profession, but never attained to 
any distinction at tha bar. Through the influ- 
ence of the Paynes Tilden had nim made Cor- 
poration Counsel of the city, the only office he 
has ever held. While init he had the good 
eense to hire competent lawyers to do the 
work. He is a thorough ward politician, and 
has devoted himself to Democratie ward poli- 
tics, and in this line has sho n adroitness and 
cunning, but al says keeping in the background. 
He is the intimate persona! and social friend of 
Smith Weed, Hubert O. Thompson, aud their 
associates, and may be said to consort more 
particularly with this crowd of politicians. 


It the above description of Whitney pchar-, 
acter, ability, and associations be correct, Ais 
advancement to a Cabinet position will be a 
notice to the country that Mr. Cleveland pro- 
poses to surrender withont a struggle to the 
spoils element of his party. If it be also 
true that Randall approves of Whitney as ac- 
ceptable to the bounty-grabbers, his appoint- 
ment to a leading place in the Cabinet will 
be significant of the influence which the mo- 
nopolists and protectionists will have with 
the new Administration. It would be strange 
that Mr. Cleveland should select so obscure a 
man as Whitney without some special rea- 
sons. He seems to have the special reasons, 
but they are very bad ones. Still, it is a 
Democratic funeral, and should be permitted 
to proceed ¥ without hindrance, 


LESSONS 


OF THE CLO VIS-H UGUES 
TRIAL. 

The recent trial of Mme. Clovis-Hugues in 
Paris for the murder of M. Morin presents 
some striking contrasts between the celerity 
and dispatch of justice in France and the 
United States. It will be remembered that 
the prisoner shot M. Morin for alleged defa- 
mation of her character, the details of which 
it is unnecessary to state. 

The trial was set for the 8th inst. At 
11:30 a. m. the court entered and took seats. 
At precisely 12 the prisoner was brought in 
and the President addressed her as to her 
identity, and then ordered the indictment to 
be read. When this was finished the attor- 
neys for the prosecution and defense made 
their opening arguments. The President 
then interrogated the prisoner, and the evi- 
dence of twenty-eight witnesses was heard, 
occupying the time until 2 o’clock. The 
court then took a recess, reassembling at 
2:45, and the testimony was resumed, occu- 
pying the afternoon until 6:30, when the 
court adjourned: for two hours. It was 9 
o’clock when the court reéntered. The testi- 
mony was concluded and the closing appeals 
to the jury were made a little after midnight, 
and at 1:30 the jury withdrew. They re- 
turned in twenty minutes with a verdict of 
acquittal. in exactly thirteen hours and a 
half the trial was over. The lawyers on 
both sides made their opening and closing 
arguments, two or three score of witnesses 
were heard, the prisoner was examined and 
cross-examined by the President of the court, 
and a verdict was reached. 

It must be remembered this was a cause 
célébre. it had attracted attention all over 
the world from the extraordinary eireum- 
stances of the crime itself and from the social 
and political prominence of the parties con- 
cerned. In this country such a trial would 
have been utilized for personal advertise- 
ment and prolonged to gratify public sensa- 
tion, besides being delayed with the hope of 
defeating justice. The prisoner would have 
been in jail for months before being tried, 
and would have been the lioness of the day 
and the centre of public morbidness and 
sentimentality. Wher brought to trial a 
week would have been consumed in getting 
a jury. Half a dozen or more lawyers on 
each side would have occupied fully another 
week in making their opening argu- 
ments. The testimony of the witnesses 
would have stretched over two or three 


months, and every technicality and quib- | 


ble that could be made to operate 
against the evidence would be argued as long 
as possible. The familiar plea of emotional 
insanity would have been urged, and scores 
of experts would have been introduced to 


Incidentally to the discus- | 


speeches would have occupied another week, 
and how long the jury would be out no-one 
can say; and when they came in, wearied 
and muddled, it is highly probable they 
would only agree to disagree. If they con- 
victed, then the technical fight would com- 
mence for another trial. Such a trial as that 
of Mme. Clovis-Hugues in this country in- 
stead of occupying thirteen and a half hours 
would have taken from three to four months. 

We are not approving the French justice 
in this case, but the promptness with which 
such a case can be tried. Upon the state- 
ments of the woman herself she should have 
been convicted. She admitted the killing, 
and that she did it premeditatedly and in 
cold blood, and that she cherished this 
intent for months. Itwas proved, and the 
proof was unchallenged, that M. Morin did 
not write one of the slanderous letters or 
postal-cards that was sent to Mme. Clovis- 
Hugues, and that he was innocent of the 
cause which impelled her to commit the deed. 
The matter of justice, however, is not to the 
point. Justice is just as likely to fail in this 
country as in France, and quite as many 
criminals, if not a good many more, go un- 
punished here as in that country. It is the 
prompt manner in which cases are handled 
that calls for admiration and ought to call 
for imitation. We have much to learn from 
the French in this respect. 


SHAKSPEARE AND DRYDEN. 

It is one of the curiosities of literature that 
the best criticism of Shakspeare should be 
almost unknown. Hudson in his biography 
of the Bard of Avon makes a passing refer- 
ence to Dryden’s characterization of the great 
poet, but he does not reprint it. It is not to 
be found in Richard Grant White’s volumes, 
nor in those of any other accessible edition of 
Shakspeare’s life, and even some standard 
editions of Dryden’s works fai] to reproduce 
the notable passage, though it may easily be 
that Dryden will be remembered for what he 
said of Shakspeare’s genius long after Dry- 
den's own works have been torgotten. An 
inquirer whose interest had been aroused by 
Hudson’s casual mention of Dr. Sam John- 
son’s remark on the surpassing excellence of 
Dryden’s description of Shakspeare, and had 
searched for it in vain through several 
editions of Shakspeare and Dryden, at last 
appealed to Mr. William F. Poole, the ac- 
complished Librarian of the Chicago Publie 
Library, the compiler of the famous Poole’s 
Index to Periodical Literature, and a scholar 
of such extensive literary attainments as to 
be in himself a living index of the best things 
that have been printed. Mr. Poole found 
the passage, and as it will be new and inter- 
esting to all lovers of Shakspeare it is given 
here with : 


PusLic LIBRARY, CHICAGO, Jan. $.—[Eaitor 
of The Tribune. }~In reply to your inquiry, the 
estimate of Shakspeare which Dryden ex- 
pressed, and to which Sam Johnson alludes, 
was doubtless in the preface to a comedy en- 
titied, “An Evening’s Love,“ 1,671, which is 
in the third volume of Scott's edition of Dry- 


Library. Hazlitt, however, I think, bas quoted 
the passage in his lectures on the English 
poets (Bohn's edition, page 108) as follows: 

“To begin with Shakspeare: He was the man 
“who, of all the modern and, perhaps, ancient 
** poets, had the largest and most comprehen- 
“sive soul. All the images of Nature were 
** still present to bim, and be drew them, not 
„ laboriously, but luckily; when he describes 
anything you more than see it—you feel it, 
“too. Those who accuse him to have wa xted 
e learning give him the greater commendation; 
“he was naturaily learned: he needed not the 
„ spectacies of books to read Nature—be looked 
“inwards and found her there. I cannot say 
he is everywhere alike; were he so I should 
“do him injury to compare him witu the great- 
„est of mankind. He is many times flat and 
“insipid, his comic wit degenerating into 
*“olenches, his serious swelling into bombast. 
„ But he ia always 11 when some great oo- 
„ casion is present him. No man can say 
de ever had a fit subject for his wit, and did not 
then raise himself as high above the rest of 
“the poets. Quantum lenta solent-inter viburna 
“ cupreset.” | Virgil, ecl. i, 26.] 

Hazlitt introduces the above extract as fol- 
lows: On the other band, they [Dryden's 
plays] are not as good as Sbhakspeare's, but 
** be bas left the best eharacter of Shakespeare 
that has ever been written. Then is given 
in a note the extract. Yours very truly, 

W. F. Poors. 

Hazlitt says of this, that, While Dryden’s 
plays are not as good as Shakspeare’s, he has 
left the best character of Shakspeare that has 
ever been written.” The passage can be 
found in full in Scott’s edition of Dryden’s 
works. Dryden’s estimate of Shakspeare is 
remarkable not only for its intrinsic excel- 
lence, embodying as it does the substance of 
all good Shakspearean criticism, bat also for 
the fact that Dryden was the first great En- 
glish literary man to see the full power of 
the Bard of Avon, Shakspeare’s contem- 
poraries could not measure him; he was too 
big for their near eyes. Dryden, who flour- 
ished in the same century, but a later literary 
generation, was thé first of those who were 


near the new luminary to recognize his sur- 
passing greatness. 


CHEATING THE INDIANS. 

The land scandals of this country threaten 
to take on as intense a form as those of older 
countries. Thé revelations now being made 
by the investigations of the leases of Indian 
lands only add another chapter to the story of 
the misappropriation of our public domain. 
As we approach the time at which the arable 
land of the West will be exhausted the 
efforts of powerful .individuals and syndi- 
cates to get possession by any means, lawful 

‘or unlawful, of the choice portions that re- 
main become more determined, The reserva- 
tions held for the benefit of the Indians and 
dedicated by law and’ treaty to their 
sole use are passing in huge blocks into the 
control of cattle companies. Here, for in- 
stance, in the Indian Territory is a little 
piece called the Cherokee Strip, which is 200 
miles long and fifty-six miles wide, and is 
leased to one cattle company for about a fifth 
of its real value. Right across the westward 
path of the settlers seeking farms are now 
stretched the barbed-wire fences, some of 
them scores of miles in length, of cattle com- 
panies who are grabbing the lanas that be- 
long to the people. The acts granting lands 
to the Pacific roads provided that all land 
not sold at a certain time should be open for 
settlement; butin contravention of this ex- 
plicit provision of the law these lands are 
still held by the corporations, and poor men 
who want to buy them are compelled to pay 
from three to ten times the price at which 
they would have a right to obtain thém from 
‘the Government if the law had not been 
nullified. 

The circumstances which are being brought 
to light with regard to the leases of the In- 
dian land are perhaps the most striking in- 
stance which has yet been afforded of the 
way in which government of, by, and for the 
people can be turned to the disadvantage of 
the people. The laws of the United States, 
proceeding upon the perfectly obvious prin- 
ciple that the indians are unfit to protect 
their own interests, forbid any negofiations 
for the purchase, grant, lease, or convey- 
ance of lands or of any title or claim there- 
to from any Indian nation or tribe of Indians 
unless the same be made by treaty or con- 
yention entered into pursuant to .the Con- 
stitution.” The law specifies in full 


detail how such convention shal) be 


den’s works, which we have not in the Public ;

the authority of the United 
States, fixes all the procedure when such 
agreements are so made, provides heavy 
punishment for persons carrying on such 
hegotiations without authority. But not- 
withstanding the clear and full declarations 
of the law in this country it is now ascer- 
tained that more than 6,000,000 acres of the 
finest grazing and farming Jands in the Far 
West have been leased by persons without 
authority. A resolution from the Senate 
asking the Secretary of the Interior whether 
the Indian Agents had any part in these 
illegal bargains was ignored by the Secre- 
tary, Who never answered it. The Secre- 
tary ‘of the Interior, knowing as he must 
have dune that these leases of Indian land 
were contrary to the law, and that they in- 
vited penalty instead of approval, has given 
them his tacit sanction and the assurance that 
these violations of the law and trespasses 
on the Indian land shal! be protected. 

If the Indians hold land which they do not 
need and which should be put to use—whieh 
is the fact—ig¢ should be the public and not a 
few cunning, grasping cattle syndicates that 
should have the preference. Every illegal 
lease should be at once rescinded and the tres- 
passers under it should be evicted, by the use 
of the military if necessary. When the Gov- 
ernment had obtained, by a proper negotia- 
tion with the Indians, access to such lands as 
they did not need, the arable land should be 
open to settlement by bona fide farmers and 
the grazing land should be disposed of by 
public competition to the grazers who would 
pay the highest price for them. This is the 
honest and straightforward way to deal with 
the Indian lands. The scandals which are 
already more than hinted at in connection 
with what has been done are the natural fruit 


of an opposit policy. 


' “PEDERATE OR PERISH.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette is fast growing to be 
the most Jingo of journals. It is throwing 
bombshells and red-hot shot into the Foreign 
and Colonial, or, as it calls them, the 


+ Dawdle and Circumlocution Offices.” It 


takes hold of the recent seizure of New 
Guinea by Germany and the subsequent pro- 
test of Australia to the Home Government 
and turns them against the Ministry with 
tremendous power. Such journalism as this 
in England is a refreshing surprise, and in- 
dicates the rapid strides which Radicalism is 
making in that country and the courage of 
conviction which has sprung up since the 
keynotes of reform were sounded in the pas- 
sage of the Franchise bill. 

In dealing with the imperial policy of the 
Colonial Office it hails with delight the indig- 
nation of the Australians, and hopes it will 
increase, even if it gains strength and vol- 
ume enough “to blow up the whole effete 
old systém which is imperiling the Empire.” 
It says very patly: 

The Germans are merely doing for themselves 
what the colonists wanted to do on their oon 
account, and it would be preposterous to re- 
sont as an insult that imitation whichis the 
sincerest form of flattery. We had our chance, 
and as usual we muffed it. Prince Bismarck 
bas snapped it up, and Prince Bismarck has 
done well. The quarrel of the colonists is not 
with Germany, but with England, and they do 
well to be angry. What we have to see to is 
that their anger is not wasted in rhetoric, but 
converted into the motive force of a practical 
policy. 

To carry out that policy—that is, the polli- 
cy of imperial federation—it is willing to 
spare a whole archipelago of islands in the 
Southern Seas,” but at the same time it 
warns the Government that a few more in- 
stances like that of New Guinea will induce 
Australia to shake off a connection which 
paralyzes without protecting and retards a 
development which it ought to promote.” 
Federation is itsemedy, and it thus forcibly 
tells what federation means: 

It means the politioal unity of the English 
race, the enfranechisement of the English 
beyond the sea, the admission of the new En- 
glands to an qaual share, and voice, and vote 
in directing thé foreign and colonial policy of 
the Empire with the Mother Country. It in- 
volves, among other things, the concession of 
home rule to Ireland, and the infusion of 
young and vigorous colonial blood into the 
somewhat withered veins of Old Engiand. It 
will give us a new lease of life, renew our 
youth like the eagles, and expand the parochial 
range of our rulers' vision into a statesman- 
like breadth of view more worthy of the great 
place which the English hold in the arrange- 
ment of the world. The gain in strength, in 
vigor, in confidence arising from such a realiza- 
tion of imperial unity far more than outweighs 
the possible disadvantages accruing from the 
loss of a score of Angra Pequenas or half a 
dozen New Hebrides. But just as we bave to 
impress upon the public that in face of the 
great increase of the naval armaments of the 
Continent, and the enormous expansion of our 
foreign trade, we must either double our navy 
or haul down our flag, 80, in view of the vast 
overgrowth of Europe in other continents, we 
cannot too often repeat, in the hearing of the 
English both at home and abroad, that so far 
as the Empire is concerned we must federate 
or perish. 


This is pretty plain talk to the English 
Government. The remedy is a heroic one, 
but none the less it is one which the English 
people must prepare themselves to take. 
The progress of events in their country points 
to no other alternative; and it will be made 
the more apparent to the Government when 
the rural population begins to exercise the 
franchise for the first time. All over Europe 
the radical leaven is working in the lump, 
and nowhere more powerfully tha in Great 
Britain. The inevitable political forces grow- 
ing out of the world’s progress and enlight- 
enment are knocking at the very foundations 
of conservatism. The Franchise bill is the 
first movement in the way of reform, but it 
is only a means to an end, and that end 
is the elevation of the people of England, 
the improvement of their condition, and the 
enlargement of their privileges. These and 
other concessions to progress will have to be 
made, and when they are made, and English- 
men all over the world stand shoulder to 
shoulder, they will be stronger and more 
prosperous. A New Time iscoming, and En- 


gland is not the only nation which must meet 


its responsibilities. 


GILDED GRIEF. 

Some of the recent social performances of 
the plutocratic class show mat they have 
grown rich much faster than they have grown 
in any other way. The practice set in New 
York by its wealthiest families of loading 
down guests at lunch-parties and germans” 
with gifts so costly that the acceptance of 


their hospitality brought with ita pecuniary , 


obligation which none of their guests could 
hope to liquidate 1s one instance of this tend- 
ency. This very bad fashion spread rapidly 
through the set in which it began; still it 
was hoped that the deterioration of good 
sense, good taste, and real hospitality of 
which it was a sign would go no farther. 
But the more recent performance of one of 
the most conservative members of the New 
York plutocracy, which on the occasion of the 
marriage of a daughter furnished all the 
leading New York papers with accurate ac- 
counts of the dresses, the wedding gifts, and 
similar information, shows the evil is still 
marching on. 

The new rich, it now seems, are not content 
with introducing a vulgar, ostentatious display 
of their wealthin every detail of life; they 
propose to make death itself furnish a monu- 
ment of their wealth and love of 
display. The newspapers are giving accounts 
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: another is now erecting in the most conspicu- 


ous places in the most popular cemeteries to 
prove that if they cannot take their money 
with them they can at least lie down in death 
in the middle of a very large slice of it. The 
most amazing Illustration of this determina- 
tion to make an unseemly display of ill-gotten 
wealth at the very borders of the 
grave was given the other day, in 
the funeral in San _ Francisco of 
the only son of the greatest railroad million- 
aire of the Pacific coast. The grief ot a mill- 
ionaire is as sacred as that of any one else, if 
he chooses so to regard it. But no such 
privacy can be claimed in this case. The 
church where the services were held was 
inundated with floral decorations of a cost of 
not less than $20,000, and boys were sta- 
tioned in the streets of San Francisco in the 
neighborhood of the church two hours before 
the funeral services began to distribute to the 
passers-by programs richly engraved of the 
requiem performances, and the Rev. Dr. 
Newman was engaged to preach the funeral 
sermon, for which he is reported to have re- 
ceived a fee of $10,000. 

The address which this clergyman offered 
in exchange for this very liberal retainer has 


certainly given $10,000 worth of amusement 


to the general public. Its character is such 
as to defy comment, criticism, or parody. 
The young man of 16 years who had died in 
Europe was declared to be tall and grace- 
ful as some Apollo Belvedere, with classic 
features some masters would have chosen 
to chisel in marble or cast in bronze; with 
eyes soft and gentle as an angel's, yet 
dreamy as the visions of a seer; with broad 
white forehead, home of a radiant soul. 
He reminds us of the beautiful Joseph, “a 
godly person and well favered.’ Think 
of him as a rapt listener to the mature con- 
versations of such men as Sir Joseph 
Hooker, Sir William Jenner, Baron Roths- 
child, Dr. Sehliemann, and Gen. Di Ces- 
nola, ete., asking or answering questions. It 
was the reproduction of Christ among the 
doctors at the age of 12. Our youth should 
read his biography, which will be more fasci- 
nating than romance and more edifying than 
the creations of the imagination. The pub- 
lic-school scholar and the college student 
would be entranced by the epic of his life, 
and the life of ‘ Leland Stanford Jr.’ would 
become as familiar as Fenelon’s ‘ Telema- 
chus’ or Richmond’s ‘ Dairyman’s Daughter.“ 
His tomb will be the shrine to which our 
youth will go as on a sacred pilgrimage, and 
from it they will gather grasses and flowers 
as momentos of what he was to them.” 

The fact that this exhibition of gilded 
grief was sincere only renders such vulgarity 
the more hopeless. When such examples 
are set by those who have every encourage 
ment to act within independent good sense 
and avoid the showy vices ot extravagant 
display, what wonder that imitation runs riot 
through the fashionable society which sur- 
rounds them ? 


OUR OPERATIC PROSPECTS. — 

In our last Sunday’s issue we gave the de- 
tails of the forthcoming season of grand 
opera at cheap prices at the Exposition Build- 
ing, projected by prominent gentlemen of 
this city acting in conjunction with Col. 
Mapleson. Their scheme is so far advanced 
that there is now no doubt that it will be 
carried out as announced. Meanwhile, an- 
other project for inducing Dr. Damrosch to 
visit this city with the German troupe which 
has made such a pronounced success in New 
York. is sowell under way and so many 
subscriptions have already been made that 
the managers of the Haverly Theatre feel 
themselves warranted in announcing that we 
shall hear the German artists next month. 

German operas by prominent German art- 
ists, with a German chorus and orchestra, 
will be a novelty in Chicago. There has been 
no troupe of this class here for a great many 
years. In fact, the only German troupe we 
have ever had was that brought here by Mr. 
Grover many years ago, and, although it was 
by no means such an array of artists as that 
which Mme. Materna heads, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Damrosch, many readers of Tue 
TRIBUNE will recall with pleasure the excel- 
lent performances given at McVicker’s Thea- 
tre by them. In al its, sections—soloists, cho- 
rus, and orchestra—the Damrosch froupe is 
exceptionally strong, and it is organized upon 
a standard which enables it to pro- 
duce such operas as The Prophet,” 
Fidelio,“ Tannhäuser, Lohengrin,“ 
Die Walkuere, The Huguenots,” 
and other great works which re 
quire not alone a powerful chorus and or- 
chestra, but soloists cast in the heroic mold 
and unusual scenic and spectacular display. 
In all these respects Dr. Damrosch’s troupe 
has probably not been excelled by any troupe 
which has yet visited this country. This of 
itself is a novelty, for during several years 
past we have been mainly treated to Italian 
opera, and we shall have it again in April. 
It will be an agreeable change to ‘hear the 
great works of the German school, and it 
will be somewhat unique, as the occasion is 
very rare when such works can be heard at 
all. 

As to Dr. Damrosch himself, we all know 
that he is a great conductor, and that he has 
been the only competitor Mr. Thomas has 
had in this country. As an orchestral leader, 
and particularly as a choral leader, he stands 
very high. With such a man at the head of 
the troupe—a gentleman in all his habits, not 
a traveling speculator or showman, and a 
musician of acknowledged superiority—we 
may have confidence in what he announces, 
and we know that he will make good all his 
promises to the public. It will therefore be 
a grateful announcement to patrons of the 
opera that they may expect Him here ere 
many weeks, and that they will have a most 
enjoyable and in many respects unique season 
of opera.

The leading produce markets averaged weaker 
Saturday, especially provisions, and all were less 
active. There was a tired look in most of them, 
as ifoperators were satisfied the advance had 
gone about as far as it would bear, while yet afraid 
that outside confidence might carry prices still 
higher. Parties who were on the long side of 
wheat and provisions were willing sellers, and 
there were not so many anxious to buy, some par- 
ties withdrawing limited orders to purchase as 
they received news of the weakness. The late feel- 
ing was very tame. 

Provisions were active and very weak, with 
larger receipts of hogs than had deen expected, 
while the cash trade was smaller in meats, and Cin- 
cinnati estimates of nearly 1,000,000 head increase 
in the season’s packing weakened th®™hands of 
holders. There were too many hogs in band and in 
prospect, and the bears simply jumped on product, 
offering a great deal more than was taken. The 
packers also were free sellers. May pork sold 
edriy at $12.75, being an advance of Te. dropped 
spasmodicalily to $12.26, and closed at $12.30 bid, 
with March at Zange discount and February at 45c 
discount. March lard dropped 17e, to $6.90 bid at 
the close, with February at We discount and 
May at 2c premium. Short ribs declined 
20c, to $6.05, with February at Tc discount and 
May at Due premium. The packing of this city 
since Oct. 27 includes 1,733,000 hogs, against 1,583,-

The demand for both poal- 
try and game continues good. Vegetables were 
quiet, with the exception that onions were dealt in 
to some extent. Hay exhibited signs of weakness, 
declining 50c all round. 

Cattle were in good demand and sold at strong 
prices, the supply being light. All of the 2.500 on 
sale were taken before noon on a basis of $2.75@ 
4.25 for cows, $3.25@4.25 for stockers, and $4.25@ 
7.00 for shipping steers. Hogs were active and 
easy at $4.15@4.45 for poor to best light and at $4.15 
@1.65 for inferior mixed to choice heavy grades. 
The receipts were about 35,000. Sheep were firm at 
$2.50@4.75 for inferior to extra. The receipts for 
the week were about 38,000 cattle, 255.000 hogs, and 
18,300 sheep, against 38,913 cattle, 169,076 hogs, and 
24,495 sheep for the corresponding week last year. 

They say that Duluth elevators are so nearly full 
of wheat that another week will give them all they 
can hold till the opening of navigation, which is 
over four months hence for that port. The ques- 
tion is asked, “What are they going to do about 
it?” To this we may remark that the elevators of 
this city have been full to running over by this 
date more than once, and yet there was no social 
revolution on account of it. The simple truth is 
that bins cannot get full in the élevator without 
getting at least partly empty in the barn. The 
other 5,000,000 bu that people here are talking 
about as likely to re@nact the role of “ Japhet in 
search of a father will find a resting-place some- 
where, and perhaps on the farm. As Lawrence 
Sterne remarked (it is not in the Bible), “God tem- 
pers the wind to the shorn lamb.”’ 

Stocks of wheatin New York are estimated to 
have decreased 1,000,000 bu during last week, and 
Walker is said to intimate that the visible supply 
has decreased about 500,000 bu. The movement in 
the West 1s, however, larger now, and parties here 
report increased calis for money with which to 
move wheat. The receipts at the eight primary 
points Saturday were reported at 918 cars, against 
630 cars the week previousiy. Of these Minneapo- 
lis contributes 908 and Duluth 50 cars. The re- 
ceipts at St. Louis for the first three days of last 
week aggregated about 69,000 bu, and for the last 
three 148,000 bu. 

The estimated receipts of Monday here inclade 
240 cars wheat and 330 cars corn. The clearances 
of New York for one day, reported yesterday, in- 
cluded 350,000 bu wheat, 233,000 bu corn, and 47,000 
bris flour. 

The first sale of July corn im this market for this 
season Was made yesterday at 420. 

If all the boat-loads ot wheat reported as taken 
in New York for export during the last four months 
had been actually taken our visible supply would 
now be a small one. 

Fraley is reported to have sold out his long 
wheat in St. Louis and gone short. Other promi- 
nent houses there are still bullish. 

Hobbs yesterday drew a pencil sketch of a man 
with a lantern bunting for wheat at 89c. The way 
the boys begged for it at that figure late Thursday 
afternoon was a caution, as well as a wonder. By 
the way, a great deal of complaint was beard yes- 
terday about this afternoon trading. It was pretty 
generally agreed that the board should either sup- 
press it with a strong hand or take no further 
notice of it. The mischief now is that on a 
spasmodic effort to stop it some raw hand gets 
caught, while the men who do it all the time are 
wideawake for the advent of a new face, and stop 
when watched.

THE FORGED TALLY-SHEET. 

There is one thing I can say positively—Sul- 
livan bas seen the photograph of the tally- 
sheet which pretends to have been written by 
him, and says the writing is not his, and he is 
positively sure of it and would be willing to 
swear to that fact. His desire to be paid for 
going back to Chicago comes quite as much 
from the feeling that he should be compen- 
sated for the risk as from anything else.

This testi- 
mony, tis friends have persuaded him, is very 
valuable, and have induced him to come to

AFRAID OF VIOLENCE. 

Another thing which bas a strong influence 
with him is the iear of personal violence from 
the gang should he return and peach. This 
fear is evidently a great factor in keeping him 
in Sarnia with closei lips, for he acknowledged 
an acquaintance with some of the noted slug- 
gers of the old Hatch-House gang, and has an 
exaggerated dread of their vengeance. He is 
not a rough bimeelf by any manner of means, 
but a gentiemanly, well-appearing fellow, who 
has many strong friends among the most re- 
spectabie people on both sides of the river. 

CONCERNING MR. MALONEY. 


Maloney, with whom Sullivan spent most of 
hig .time while in Chicago, appears to be well 
known in Port Huron. He kept a Saloon here 
on the main street, which was orderly as such 
places go, and his reputation was up to the av- 
erage of the keepers of similar resorts. Sulli- 
van's acquaintance with him bere was of a 
casual character. He simply made Maloney’s 
saloon his beadquarters while in Chicago, 
baving no other acquaintances, and it was 
there or in Maloney’s company that he met 
Hansbrough, Johnnie Crawford, and a few 
other North Side politicians. Joe Mackin he 
met after election in the saloon. The number 
of people in this vicinity who claim to know 
more or jess of the case is marvelous, but the 
facts remain that only Sullivan anda few 
trusted friends have any definit knowledge on 
the subject, and they are all too much inter 
ested in holding their tongues to give up much 
of their information. 

Meanwhile the young man continues to be 
stared at as if he were a clock, and returns all 
inquiring glances with as much feeling as that 
useful but phiegmatic piece of mechanism.

The Assasin Arraigned and Held to 
Await the Result of Phelan’s 
Injuries. 


A Dynamite Story—Phelan’s Career in the 
Army, at Kansas City, and in 
Washington. 


AN ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 
PHELAN'S VERSION OF THE ATTACK. 

New Yor«, Jan. 10,—)Special.]—Capt. Thom- 
as Phelan, who was stabbed in O' Donovan- 
Rossa s office yesterday, was very positive to- 
day that he was the victim of a murderous 
conspiracy, with Rossa, Pat Joyce, and Rocky 
Mountain” O’Brien deep at the bottom of it. 
“I'll see about it when I get out again.“ he 
said, threateningiy. ** When I went into Rossa’s 
office.” continued Phelan, telling the story of 
the assault, two men were sitting at the table 
writing on yellow paper. I did not know 
either of them, nor did we exchange more 
than a common-place recognition. I sat in 
a chair with my back partially toward the 
door, and, picking up a paper, began to read. 
It was my intention to await Rossa’s return. I 
bad only been in the office a few moments 
when this man O’Brien came in. They knew 
each other pretty well. How d’ye do,’ he said, 
sbaking hands cordially, an' how are matters 
lodking in the West? ‘O,I am well,’ I an- 
swered, not noticing the latter part of the ques- 
tion. He made some other trifling remark 
which Ido not now recall, and soon left the 
office. As he went out of the door I saw him 
nod his head to some one apparently standing 
in the hallway, whom I could not see. It 
struck me as being rather oddat the time. His 
footsteps had hardly died away when this other 
man, whom I always supposed to be Barker, 
for I never heard of Short, rushed in with 
a kulfe and stabbed me in the back. 
Nothing occurred for any of us to quarrel 
about. I believe that there was a carefully- 
conceived plot, and that Short was chosen to 
carry it out. Rossa and Joyce were both ab- 
sent from the office &t the time on purpose, 
and O Brien came in and shook bands with me 
for the purpose of making the assasin, who 
was in the ballway. sure of his man. I do not 
believe that Kearney was concerned in it. I 
think that he ran away because he 
was frightened.

KEARNEY AND ROSSA. 

Later in the day Capt. Phelan dictated cor- 
rections in the Kausas City interview which 
be desired to have published. Many of them 
were about comparatively unimportant details. 
He said that be did not assist Kearney to 
escape to America, but to Holland, giving him 
£70 out of nis own pocket to go with. Subse- 
quently. he aided him again in getting from 
Holland to America. Capt. Phelan did not 
krow of Kearuey's intention to blow up the 
steamer, so he said yesterday, until be saw 
Kearney in Glasgow, after the scheme bad 
failed. Then he burried to Liverpool to pre- 
vent the dynamite from being left to rot in the 
ship's bold and explode probably in mid 


ocean. 

Capt. Phelan said furthermore that he never 
accused Rossa of sending information about 
his plans to the other side, but he believed that 
it lay between Rossa and some other man.

A TALK WITH PHELAN. 

Tne condition of Capt. Phelan continued to 
improve, and this afternoon John T. Reilly, a 
friend, had a conversation with him. To his 
friend Phelan said he came here to ex- 
plain certain matters to Rossa about 
the interview in the Kansas City Journal. 
He now believes he was deliberately entrapped 
in Rossa’s éffice to be murdered. * Tom,“ 
said Reilly. when I knew you in Kansas you 
were always too quick with your pop to be 
caught on asnap. Why did you let them catch 
you thie way?” “I didn’t get time,” returned 
Phelan; “and, besides, the room was so small 
and the attack so sudden that I couldn’t get 
my pistol out.“ 

Reilly said to a ra that he 
knew Phelan well in Kansas City in 1872, when 
he once prevented him from fighting a due! 
with a man named McOaffrey. He said while 
Phelan was a man of spirit and quick to act if 
aroused, yet be would take a great deal of 
abuse before getting angry. 

THE DYNAMITE STORY. 


The secretary of F. W. J. Hurst, the agent of 
the National Line, stated that he was author- 
ized to state that Mr. Hurst had never heard 
that any dynamite had been placed on board 
the steamship the Queen either at Liverpool 
or at this port. The Nattonal Line officials rid- 
jouled Capt. Phelan's statement in regard to 
the alleged attempt to biow up the vessel. 

Rossa was very particular to have it under- 
stood that the Queen dynamite story was all 
new to him. He avowed he never heard of it 
until he saw Phelan’s alleged statement in the 
newspapers. Pbheian's indiscretion in making

te, amazed The feeling against Phe- 
lan was very bitter, but Rossa never dreamed 
of any trouble. 


CAUSE OF THE ATTACK. 
AN INTERVIEW HAD WITH PHELAN LN DECEM- 
BER. 


Kaiwsas Crry, Mo., Jan. 10.—[Special. }|}—The 
following interview had with Capt. Pheian 
was published in the Journal Dec. 21 under the 
heading. A Dynamiter's Story: 

The secret history of the dynamiters will 


probably never be written, but even the stray . 


waifs of information which float about con- 
cerning this formidable body of men are of 
more than usual interest. Knowing that Capt. 
Thomas Phelan, Superintendent of the Work- 
House, was in constant communication with 
leading Irish agitators, a Journal reporter yes- 
terday calied upon him to get his opinion con- 


cerning the most recent attempt of the dyna- 


miters. The visit failed to elicit anything 
of particular importance respecting the Lon- 
don expiosion, but the reporter was told a 
story of an attempt to blow up the steamship 
Queen of the inman Line in 1883, which can 
hardy fail to interest Journal readers. 
These facts, it is believed have never before 
been made public, Ca,.t. Phelan having bereto- 
fore studiously refrained from relating any of 
the adventures which befel him on his trip to 
Ireland during the Carey-O’Donneil excite- 
ment. 

In June, 1883, Capt. Phelan started on a voy- 
age to Ireland. His absence was made notice- 
able from the fact that during his sojourn in 
Treland Carey, the informer, alias Powers, was 
shot by Patrick O'Donnell. The description 
given of O'Donnel! tallied almost identically 
with that of Capt. Phelan, and for several 
days it was believed bere that O'Donnell was 
wn alias for Phelan, and that the Captain him- 
self, who is noted’as one of the crack rifle and 
pistol shots of the West, had been selected to 
foliow and kill Carey. Capt. Phelan rerurned 
safe and sound, put he came nearer to being 
transported for life during his absence than 


many of his friends have any idea of. The | 


| main object of Capt. Phelan's journey, as it 


bas since transpired, was to obtain informa. 
tion which would prevent the extradition 
of P. J. Sheridan, the Irish agi- 
tator, from this country and removal to 
England for trial. Capt. Phelan obtained 
the desired information from Dr. Reynolds, in 
Paris, and was ready to bring the witnesses to 
this country, but meanwhile the English Govy- 
ernment desisted in its attempt to force the 
United States to deliver up Sheridan, and this 
part of the matter was happily settled. ä 
BLOWING UP THE STEAMER QUEEN. 

The account of the attempt to blow up the 
steamer Queen is givén as nearly as possible in 
Capt. Puelan's own language: Before leaving 
New York,” said the Captain, “I became ac- 
quainted with a number of leading Irish 
agitators, among them John F. Kearney, who 
arranged the explosion in the Caledonian 


Railway Station at Glasgow. Kearney blew up : 


the station and a part. of the gas-works 
in that city. Rewards aggregating £2,000, or 
$10,000 in our money, were Offered by the 
British Government and by ti gas company 
and the Caledonian Central way for the 
apprebension of Kearuey, and he was obliged 
to escape to this country. Kearney had been 
formerly an employé of the latter company. I 
sailed in the steamer Belgravia and Kearney 
was to follow me three days later in the steamer 
Queen. I knew that an attempt would be made 
to blow up the Queen two bours after she 
landed at her dock in Liverpool, but I did not 
know the details of the plot. As we thought 
we might have business together on the other 
side, Kearney and myself arranged to meet 
each other at the Buchanan Hotel in Edinburg. 
If he arrived first he was to leave a letter for 
me signed James Wallace; if I arrived first I 
was to leave a note signed De La Pouer.” [The 
Captain and Kearney also devised an intricate 
cipher, consisting of thirteen hieroglyphice and 
thirteen double res, in which they were to 
write to each other, which 

nearly got the Captain into trouble. 
Capt. Phelan continued: “On my arriva 
at Glasgow, where I first went, you may 
imagine I looked eagerly every day for 
news of the arrival of the steamer Queen, and 
in every paper I picked up I expected to see 
beralded in glaring neadlines the destruction 
of the queenly ship. But no tidings came of 
the absent vessel. Arriving at Eefnburg I went 
to the Buchanan Hotel and eagerly scanned the 
register, but no such name a8 James Wallace 
could I find. In Edinburg, bowever, I meta 
man who had come over on the via. 

A DETECTIVE. 

“By a strange chance, which afterward 
struck me as more than a coineidence, he gave 
his name as William Powers, the very name by 
which I bad intended to be known. You see, I 
was raised by the Count de la Pouer, and the 
Angiicizeé word for Pouer is Powers. This 
man said he bad come over to superintend the 
erection of some American machinery in Edin- 
burg. He pretended to be an Irish-American, 
said he was a Nationalist and a revolution- 
ist, and no man could bave been more 
bitter in his anathemas against the oppressors 
of Ireland. He completely deceived me fora 
time, and even managed to partially ingratiate 
himself into my confidence. | afterward found 
that be was a detective in the service of tHe 
British Government, and had reason to believe 
that he had beeu put on my track before I left 
New York, probably suspecting that I was the 
man employed to do the work which Kearney 
attempted, or was involved in similar pilots. I 
know now that every outgomg steamer from 
New York harbor is watched by English de- 
tectives; that they dog tue steps of the 
Irish exiles and are almost as thick about 
Bowling Green as they are in London, Queens- 
town, or Liverpool. This Powers afterward 
dogged me around in various digguises and I 
had trouble enough in getting Keurney away 
safe out of his clutecbes. I returned to Glas- 
gow, where almost the first man I met was 
Kearney. Where is the Queen?’ I asked. In 
ber dock at Liverpool,’ was the answer. He 
then showed me where the acid from the ma- 
chine which was to explode the dynamite bad 
eaten through the lining of his coat and told 
me the following story of his failure to accom- 
plish his undertaking. 

KEARNEY’S OWN STORY. 


“The plan was to arrange the explosive so 
that it would take place after all the passen- 
gers had left the steamer and about two hours 
after she landed at her d He had taken 
with him fifteen pounde of d Site, en 
to blow up the p 
dark place in the botd 
maiu-deck, staffed behind some 
tween two knees of the vessel 
was sewed up in a sack. The percuasion-cap 
was in its place, and be intended to attach the 
little brass machine with the acid, which ex- 
plodes the cap, just before leaving the steamer 
and during the confusion attending the disem- 
barkment. The little machine was arranged to 
run for two bours and then—bang! All would 
be over. Now. before we can go any further, 
continued the Captain, a word as to how the 
mechanical part of these terrible batteries is 
made. There is really very little mechanism 
about it. It is a simple affair, but it does its work 
thoroughly and with fatal precision. The ma- 
chine consists of a reservoir of acid which 
drops, drop by drop, on u little bollow tube or 
faucet, in shape not unlike a common faucet. 
Around this faucet are wrapped sheets of tis- 
sue paper. It takes the acid a moment to eat 
through each sbeet of paper, although the flow 
ofthe acid is also regulated when it comes 
from the reservoir. In this case 120 sheets of 
paper were wrapped around this little faucet. 
When the last sheet is eaten through the acid 
enters the tube, runs down to the end, directly 
under which the cap is placed, and then the del- 
uge. The little machine is simple, but it beats 
clock-work allto pieces. It makes no noise. 
It is not liable to get out of order. It is as in- 
sidious ag death, and like a fuse once lighted it 
seldom stops until it reaches the mine itself 
and is demolished in the disaster which it has 
caused. How, then, did the plan for blowing 
up the steamer fail? That was soon explained 
to me by the heart-broken Kearney. 


WHY THE PLOT FAILED. 


“You see the Queen arrived at Liverpool a 


little before sun-up. Instead of going to her 
dock she anchored in the Mersey, and the pas- 
sengers were all hustied on deck and taken to 
shore in a tender, which came out to take them 
off. When Kearney saw they were going to be 
taken off in the tender he tried to get down- 
stairs, but an officer prevented him, and be was 
hustied aboard the tender, leaving fifteen 
pounds of the dynamite below in the hold, and 
carrying the machine which was to explode it 
away in bis pocket. I asked what would be 
the result of leaving that dynamite in the hold 
of the ship, and the answer was that it would 
stop there, unless removed, until it began’ to 
rot, and then would explode and biow the ship 
to atoms. How long before it begins to rot?’ 1 
asked. ‘Probably about two weeks,“ an- 
swered Keurney. ‘That will never do,‘ said 
I; dy that time the ship will again be 
at sea, and hundreds of people, many 
of them our own countrymen, men, 
women, and children, going to join par- 
ents, wives, husbands, brothers, or friends 
in America, will be blown to atoms.” ‘It 
can’t be helped,’ said Kearney, ‘I have done 
the best I could.’ We must get the dyna- 
mite out of the vessel.’ ‘It can’t be done.’ 
‘I will go goto Liverpool at once, and under 
the pretext that I made the discovery by acci- 
dent tell the officers of the boat that the dyna- 
mite is there.’ Lou'll get a taste of Kuilmain- 
ham Jail and atrip to Botany Bay for your 
pains,” seid Kearney. Nevertheless,.“ said 
Capt. Phelan, ‘I saw it would not do to blow 
up a boat-icad of innocent women and chill 
dren, and I resolved to risk all to save them. 
A LOST OPPORTUNITY. 

*“T obtained a diagram from Kearney of the 

nce where the dynamite was stowedin the 
ship and set out for Liverpool the same day. 
Arrived there I went to the Victoria Hotel 
and registered as James Anderson. I went to 
an English hotel and took every precaution to 
avoid suspicion. I went tothe Prince Albert 
Dock, where the Queen lay. and, after 
satisfying the guard that i had business with 
the first officer of the Queen and presenting 
him with a sbilling by way Of a svuvenir, ob- 
tained admission. I found the Queen unload- 
ing, and I asked for the first officer. He has 
gone up to London,’ said another officer, who 
appeared to be in charge of the ship. Is the 
second officer bere?” No; he has gone to his 
home, Lincolnshire.” In answer to another in- 
quiry my informant said: ‘I am the third offi- 
eer and in charge of the vessel.’ I then said: 
Mr. Officer, Ihave come to you on a very de- 
icate errand. I overheard a conversation in a

LIFE IN WASHINGTON.

On sev- 
eral occasions he entered complaints against 
the Capigin and others of the force, and insti- 
gated investigations by the House, and seemed, 
they say, to delight in making a sensation. He 
had the reputation of being the best shot on 
the force, and at one time it was reported that 
he was the man who shot the informer, Carey, 
for whose murder O'Donnell was hanged. 

WHAT IS KNOWN OF HIS CAREER IN KANSAS 

CITY. 

KANsAS CrTY, Mo., Jan. 10.—The sensational 
story of Capt. Phelan’s affray in New York 
created the greatest excitement here, where 
the victim is very widely known. Capt. Phelan 
came here about twenty-five years ago. and 
has been engaged in various pursuits, and dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the time has held 
several county and city official positions. He 
was born in County Tipperary, Ireland. Dec. 23, 
1936. He came of good parentage, and was 
himself raised in the family of the Count de la 
Pouer of Clonmel. He came to America when 
21 years of age, and shortly afterwa d removed 
to this county. At the breaking out of the 
War he enlisted in the Federal army, and 
gained a Capt&incy. In 1868 he was elected, as 
a Radical, Registear of Jackson County. 
Afterward he was Lieutenant of 
Police at Washington, D. © He 
subsequently became a Democrat, and 
was appointed Deputy County Assessor here, 
and later was elected Criminal Clerk of the 
county. He was a crack shot, and went around 
the country with Capt. John Murphy, at one 
time giving exhibitions, each shooting apples 
off the other's head, etc. He subsequently en- 
gaged in the ice business here, in which he 
continued until be went to Ireland nearly two 
years ago. He was appointed Superintendent 
of the Kansas City Work-House last April. He 
murried in 1864, and has a family of four 
children. His courage is well known, and 
though be seldom iuvited a quarrel, he would 
not give an inch. Several years ago be was 
shot in the hand by a man wita whom he had 
aquerrel. Last spring he tore from a saloon a 
cartoon ridiculing the Irish celebration of St. 
Patrick’s Day, and he was always a warm 
friend of Ireland. In May, 1882, he went to 
Ireland and when the report of Carey’s murde 
was spread it was generally supposed that Capt. 
Phelan was the avenger, bis description an- 
swermg that of O'Donnell very closely. 
Capt. Phelan was in Holland at the time, and 
it bas been hinted that had Carey landed at 
that port Capt. Phelan would bave been the 
avenger. 

When Phelan left bere last Tuesday evening 
he did not inform bis family where he was go- 
ing, but remarked that he intended going to 
St. Louis. He took no baggage but a very 
small handbag. Toa few friends he declared 
he intended to see Rossa and prevent him from

SHERMAN ANSWERS DAVIS 


In a Paper Written to Be Filed 
with the War Depart- 


Wasuinarow, D. C., Jan. 10.—{(Special. }]— 
Gen. Sherman has addressed to Secretary 
of War, under date of Jan. 6, he calls A 
paper to be filed with the war records which 
may aid others in search of historic truths.” 
This document has been called forth by the 
recent speech of Gen. Sherman at a Grand 
Army vont in St. Louis in which, among other 
things, he said that Jefferson Davis, the Presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, changed his State- 
rights doctrines, and threatened to use force, 
even Lee’s army, should any of the Con- 
federacy attempt to secede from that Govern- 
ment. To this letter Jefferson Davis published 
a bitter and emphatic denial. The following 
are the substantial points of Gen. Sherman’s 
bistorical paper. He says: “Mr. Davis, from 
his home at Beauvoir, has quoted these re- 
ports, and in a card addressed to the St. Louis 
Republican has pronounced my assertion false 
and me a slanderer. He bas never addressed 
me to inquire how much of truth was con- 
tained in the quotations, nor has any friend of 
bis done so, “Many others bave, and I have 
answered them frankly, always discountenan- 
cing discussion in the newspapers. The world 
heeds but little what I think of Mr. Davis, 
or he of me; butall do want to know the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. 

THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE CONFEDERACY. 

“I have said a thousand times and now say 
again there was a conspiracy throughout the 
Southern States in the winter of 1860-61; that 
I myself was approached by a member of the 
Knights of the Golden Circle; that the bead of 
that conspiracy was in Washington; that its 
object was to destroy our Government 
and. raise on its ruins a  plutocracy 
at the Sou. .. In the summer of 
1868, when Vicksburg surrendered to Gen. 
Grant, he dispatched me with a sufficient force 
to catéh or drive back the Confederate army 
under Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, which had been 
assembled for the relief of the beleaguered gar- 
rison. That army took refuge in Jackson, 
Miss., which I closely bemeged. Some of the 
foragers of the army found in the garret of the 
house of Mr. Joe Davis, a brother to Jefferson 
Davis, a box containing his private pa- 
pers, and brought it to camp. Hear- 
ing that papers of Mr. Davis were 
being scattered about for autographs and 
as souvenirs I sent the box and had it 
drougut to my and beld it in my per- 
sonal possession from about July 15 to Aug. 5, 
1868. During that time I examined some of 
the contents, consisting of a large auumber of 
letters addressed to Mr. Davis during a period 
of ten years, including the time when Mont- 
gomery, Ala., was the Capital of the Confed- 
eracy, with marginal notes of his hand, and 
rolls of memoranda and notes in his hand- 
writing of speeches made or to be made. This 
box was sent to Gen. Grant’s Adjutant-Genera! 
(Rawlins) in Vicksburg, with a request 
to send it on to Washington, along with my let- 
ter, which is of record, dated ‘Camp on Big 
Black, Aug. 5, 1863." Col. R. N. Scott, who bas 
charge of the records of the War — Union and 
Confederate—writes of recent date that his pri- 
vate papers had been returned to Mr. Davis by 
Secretary of War McCrary. All I wish here to 


remark is, that I sent the box as it oame iuto my 
possession except that I withdrew and sent | 


to the authors ree several letters, 
written to Davis at Montgomery by 
Officers of undoubted loyalty, which 
I feared might compromise them if they fell 
into unfriendly hands, because at that day the 
name of Mr. Davis was synonymous with 
treason. 
JEFF DAVIS’ TYRANNY. 

“Again in 1864,when we were in possession of 
Atianta, Ga., I saw familiarly a great number 
of gentlemen of that State, with whom I con- 
versed freely. They spoke openly and unre- 
servedly of the tyranny of the Confederate au- 
thorities in Richmond, and of Mr. Davis par- 
ticularly. .. .”

THE SUPREME COURT. 
CHIEF-JUSTICE WAITE’S ILLNESS ATTRIBUTABLE 
TO OVERWORK. 


Ww . C., Jan. 10.—{Special.]|—The 
Chief Justice the Supreme Court has been 
too ambitious. His fliness this winter is wholly 
attributable to overwork. When be came onto 
the bench ten years ago he found the docket 
about two years and a halt behind. It has been 
his ambition to catch up with the work of the 
court, so that an even balance-sheet could be 
Struck upon his retirement. But in epite of 
bis push and ¢rive he has advanced only a 
few steps in the direction of catching up. One 
of the Justices, in speaking of him, said: “ Mr. 
Waite bas worked each year as if his salvation 
depended upon bis making a record of one or 
two more cases than were considered the pre- 
ceding year. The result is that he has put too 
great a strain upon bis capacity for endurance 
and he bas broken down under the work.“ 

The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court bas 
muen more work to do than any of his asso- 
clates. Every Monday there are a lot of mo- 
tions submitted to the court. The Chief Jus 
‘tioe considers all of these motions alone. and 
while his ultimate decision upon them may 
range only from two or three lines to half a 
page, yet there is often as much labor involved 
in looking up the authorities as there would be 
in cases requiring more eiaborate decisions. 
The Chief Justice has never been willing to ask 
any of bis associates to help him with this class 
of work. His double burden bas proved too much 
tor nim. He is older than one would suppose 
from his appearance. He is in his 69th year. 
He is within one year of a possible retirement 


upon a full pension. This year wines up his 


tenth of service upon the bench. There are 
few who bave seen the Chief Justice who would 
. think that be was much if any over 60 years of 
age, as his thick, vigorous bair and strong, full 
beard are of an iron-gray color, the biack still 
predominating. He is u very energetic, active 
man, too, and until his present iliness bas en- 
zoyed good health. He was born in Connecti- 
eut. His family were in that State a hundred 
years before the Revolution. Congressman 
Wait of that State belongs to the same 
family, although he bas dropped the 


“e" from the end of bis name. The Chief 


Justice is a graduate of Tale College. He was 
in the same class with William M. Evarts, Ea- 
wards Pierrepont, and Prof. Silliman. He re- 
moved to Ohio in 1839, from which State be 
was appointed to the bench. The first time 
that Mr. Waite was brought into National 
notes was throagh his employment as asso- 
Giate counsel with Mr. Evarts and Caleb Cush- 
ing before the Geneva Board of Arbitration. 
He was appointed to the bench by Grant. He 
was Grant's third choice, George H. Williams 
and Caleb Cushing having figst been nominated 
and rejected. It is an interesting fact con- 
nected with this that Mr. Waite bad only been 
admitted to practice betore the Supreme Court 
one year before his nomination, and that he 
was presented to the court by Caleb Cushing. 
THE BEXCH REVIEWED. 

Mr. Waite is one of the most successful of 
Justices so far as the transaction of business 1s 
concerned. There are other Justices upon the 
bench who rank higher as Judges, but not one 
of them is bis equal in point of executive abili- 
ty. He bas enormous pride in bis position, and 
has pursued the iabors connected with it al- 
most with passion. It is not generally known 
that there are three Justices upon the bench 
-who will be eligibie for retirement in a little 
over a year besides Justice Bradley. vo could 
be retired now if he so desired. These Jusiices 
are Waite, Miller, and Field. Miller is called 
the great Justice of the bench. He has amore 
positive character than any of the other Judges, 
and pe deserves his reputation for superiority. 
Justice Field ranks next to him, while Stanley 
Matthews comes third. The remainder of the 
Justices stand nearly upon an equal footing, 
with the exception of Woods. He is at the tail 
of the procession. They say, however, that he 
has been improving very much within the last 
year, and that bis association with the other 
Justioes is bringing him up to a bigher grade. 
Bradley is the best lawyer upon the bench. He 


can instantly recall the case and give the point 
ot the decision without a single reference to a

THE CHEESE-PARING PROCESS. 
WORK IN THE HOUSE ON THE CONSULAR AND 
DIPLOMATIC APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Wasnisorox. D. C., Jan. 10..-|Special.}— 
When the Consular and Diplomatic Approvria- 
tion bill was under consideration in the House 
today Mr. Townenend of Illinois offered a prop- 
osition looking to the establishment of free 
trade between the United States and Mexjco 
and the countries of Central and South Amer- 
ica. The amendment was not admissible under 
the rules of the House, but Mr. Townsbend se- 
cured an opportunity to make a speech in 
favor of it. Mr. Robinson of Brooklyn deliv- 
ered bis usual harangue about ** moparchbs,” 
and “despotisms,” and ‘“spobs,” and en- 
joyed the laughter which his tirade pro- 
voked. The report of the committee 
on the bill comprises less than eight 
lines and vouchsafes no explanation whatever 
of the reductions in the salaries of Consular 
clerks, interpreters, and certain Consuls. Mr. 
Chace made the members of the Appropria- 
tions Committee uncomfortable by drawing a 
contrast between their niggardly recommenda- 
tions and the liberal policy of Great Britain in 
regard to the Consular service. His exposure 
of the cheese-paring induiged in to save $80 
bere and $100 there was keen and merciless. 
The committee reduced the Consulate at Han- 
kow, China, from tne $3,500 class to the $1,500 
class, despite the fact that American commer- 
cial interests at that port are rapidly 
increasing in importance, especially since 
the purchase by American citizens of a large 
number of steamers engaged in the coastwise 
and river commerce of the Chinese Empire. 
The Consul at Havkow has his time fully oc 
cupied by his official duties, some of which re- 
quire for their performance a man vf superior 
ability and attainments. The services of such 
a man it will be impossible to secure for aba 
ary of $1,500 a year. Mr. Curtin said that iu 
his opinion the salaries paid in the diplomatic 
service are sufficient. He bad spent four years 
as American Minister at St. Petersburg, and 
had been able to live on his saiary. He 
thought the Consuls should be paid good sal- 
aries, and that at each consulate at a port 
where there is any American commerce an 
American gunboat armed with a big gun 
should be stationed. 

THE DEBATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.— The House to- 
day went into Committee of the Whole, Mr. 
Wilson of lowa inthe cbair, on the Consular 
and Diplomatic Appropriation bill. Mr. Burnes 
stated that the appropriation carried by the 
bill was $1,190,835, or 8482, 201 less than the es- 
timates. An item of $224,000 asked for by the 
estimates tor resurveying the boundary-line 
between the United States and Mexico was 
omitted. Many things remained undone that 
under the treaty with Mexico muat be done be- 
tore that Government would be bound to pay 
one-half the expense of the work. 

Mr. Townshend, in brief remarks upon the 
consular service, attributed the present busi- 
ness depression to overproduction and favored 
the opening up of markets in the southern na- 
tions for the surp/us production of this coun- 
try. These markets could be secured by the 
formation of commercial alliances with those 
nations which would give the manufactures of 
the United States an advantage over the manu- 
factures of Europe. From the similarity of 
their institutions to those of the United States, 
if they could be disabused of the idea that the 
United States wanted to conquer their poiitical 
sovereigntwies, the countries of Central and 
South America would join with usin secking 
to bulid up the welfare of the American Cont? 
nent and develop its resources. 

Mr. Kobinson of New York said the pending 

re was one to enable Americans abroad 
make fools of themselves and forget their 
Americanism. He wus opposed to appropriat- 
ing money to pamper a lot of incurable snobs. 
There was no use for American Ministers 
abroad except to degrade their Government. 
He did not want a Democratic snob to succeed 
a Repub can snob (Lowell). Let Dr. Burch 
be appointed to succeed Lowell. He was the 
man to express the ideds, and a fair 
representative of Democratic Americanism. 
The wonderful speech of Dr. Burchard had 
not turned a single vote from Blaine to Cleve- 
land. in the course of his ional en- 
reer de bad said many things which had been 
called foolish by the snobs und dudes that ran 
the American press, but all bis actions bad 
been prompted by love for American institu- 
tions. It would always be bis pride and pleas 
ure to be able to state to his ebildren and his 
children's children that wulle a member of the 
House he had stood up for American principles 
against the contaminating influences of the 
foreign aristocracy. 

Mr. Chace said that as long asthe rule of 
poverty pay to American Ministers and Consuls 
continued there would be poor service. 

After further arguments the debate closed, 
and the bill was read by sections for amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Holman raised a point of order against 
the item providing for the Consul-General at 
Madrid. point was sustained and the item 
struck out. 

The committee rose and the House adjourned. 


INDIAN LAND LEASES. 

SOME GTARTLING DEVELOPMENTS — ALLEGA- 
TIONS OF BRIBERY IN THE CHEROKEE-STRIP 
MATTER. 

Wasaincronr, D. C., Jan. 10.—Col. Boudinot 
of the Cherokee Nation was examined by the 
Senate Committee on Indian Affairs regarding 
the leasing of Indian lands today. He had no 
personal knowledge of any bribery or irreru- 
larity in connection with the leases. He bad 
heard a rumor that $4,060 was paid C. M. 
Rogers, a member of the Cherokee Council, to 
secure the lease. He declined to give the 
name of the person who told him, as it was 
only hearsay with his informant. In the wit- 
ness’ opinion five cents per acre could have 
been obtained instead of two centa. He ob- 
jected to the lease for this reason, and also be- 
cause the lands covered by the different leases 
were too large. If the lands bad beep leased 
in small quantities some of the Cherokees 
themselves would, be thought, have taken u 
portion. He believed there was u strong sent 
ment among the Cherokees against leases. 

Richard M. Wolf, Delegate of the Cherokee 
Nation to Washington, thought that Congress 
had noright to abrogate the leases. So tar as 
Witness knew there was no such opposition to 
the lease as Boudinot describes. 

Augustus C. Ivy téstified that be was a mem- 
ber of the Cherokee Nation Council. Numbers 
of men told him that money bad been offered 
to secure the passage by the council of the 
lease bill. Among those mentioned as baving 
been offered pay were John Sanders and Sam- 
uel H. Ranney. Sanders told witoess be was 
offered $400 to vote for the bill.

THE SLOW WORK OF THE DEMOORATIO HOUSE

Wasnrnoros, D. C., Jan. 10.—{Special.]—Al- 
ready there begins to be speculation as to the 
probability of an extra session of the Forty- 
ninth Congress, and among Vemocratic leaders 
the matter is being discussed and plans laid to 
avoid it. 

ln the strife today between the Committee 
on Public Buildings and the Appropriation 
Committee Chairman Randall of the latter 
committve declared that if the Pubiic Bulld- 
ings Committee should win it would be at the 
risk of a called session of the next Congress, 
which would unsettie business and bring con- 
demnation upon the Democratic par- 
ty.

Only forty-four working days of the session 
remain, one of which is to be devoted to the 
Washington Monument exereises, two to eulo- 
gies on deceased Congressmen, four to District 
of Columbia business, and three to motions to 
suspend rules. nothing of a dozen spe- 
cial orders, including the one for public build- 
ings, and an absolute special order giving one 
day to the Banking and Currency Committee. 
Oniy two of the general appropriation bilis 
have passed the House. The consideration of 
the Consular and Diplomatic bill began today. 
The Sundry Civil, Legisiative, Army, Post- 
Office, Indian, Fortification, District of Colum- 
bia, Deficiency, and River and Harbor bills are 
still in committee. It will be necessary for the 
House to show greater industry than it has so 
far to dispose of all these bills before the 4th 
of March, even i! it devotes no time to other 
business. The prospect of any legisiation to 
relieve the docket of the Supreme Court, to 
provide fur the counting of the Electoral vote, 
the Bankruptcy biil, the currency bills, the 
educational bilis, and a score of other iImpor- 
tant measures is by no means cheering.

THE SWA COURT-MARTIAL 
GETTING AT THE FACTS AS TO D' AKERS’ RES- 

IGNATION—THB DEFENSE PRBACTICALLY 

THROUGH. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Jan.10.—In the Swaim 
eourt Robert J. Wynne was the first witness. 
He was examined in regard to tnformation ob 
tained by him and communicated by him to 
Gen. Swaim concerning D’ Akers’ resignation 
from the employ of Bateman & Co. He testi- 
fied that D’Akers told him that Bateman or-

He said he toid 
Gen, Swaim he (witness) bad beard that 
D’Akers resigned nis position in Bateman s 
office because of bis refusal to furnish a false 
transcript of the information he received from 
New York over the wires for use in stocx 
transactions. The introduction of testimony 
on the part of the defense then closed with the 
understanding that one more witness would be 
cailed Monday, and perbaps the defense would 
want to put Gen. Swaim on the stand again. 
Adjourned until Monday. 


ALASKA 
GOY. KINKEAD’s PLEA ron A rEeRpfrortaL 
GOVERNMENT. 

Wasntworox, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Kinkead of Alaska is here in the interests 
of that Territory. He regrets the delay insup- 
plying the machinery of Territorial Govern- 
ment, and complains that Alaska has been 
given the necessary officers without being sup 
plied with iaws. The meansot organizing the 
Territorial Government have not been sup- 
plied. The organic law is entireiv insufficient, 
and there are no land laws. Ounalaska is sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the court at Sitka, 
but a prisoner or litigant from Ounaiaska 
would have to go by way of San Francisco, a 


a journey of 4,000 miles. The law requires 
the Governor to pay occasional visits to the 
fur seal islands, but these islands are 1,500 
miies from Sitka, and there is no means of 
communication. Alaska is as large as the 
States east of the Mississippi, and its vast ex- 
tent tocreases the difficulties. The Territory 
does not, in the Governor's opinion, offer in- 
ducements to emigrants, but affords a field for 
Capitalists who can employ the native labor. 
The Indians are industrious and anxious to 
earn and save money. The gold and siiver is 
in quartz rock and improved quartz mills and 
mining apparatus are required. 
NOTES. 
THE DEATH OF CADET STRONG. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—It 
is asserted at the Navy Department that evi- 
dence wil! soon be laid before Congress prov ing 
in the most conclusive manner that the death 
of Cadet Strong at Annapolis was the result of 
a fall from bis bammock, and was notin any 
degree due to hazing at the academy.

HOUSE. 

Wasntworox, D. C., Jan. 10.—Immediately 
after reading of the journal Mr. Randall moved 
to dispense with the morning hour for the pur- 
pose of pressing the Navy Appropriation bill 
to its passage. This was strongly opposed by 
Mr. Stockslager, who maintained that the 
House should proceed to the consideration of 
the special order in reference to public build- 
ings. Mr. Randali pointed out the importance 
of passing the appropriation bills speedily. Not 
to do so would be to risk an extra session, 
which would be of little good to the country 
and still less to the party to which he belonged. 

Mr. Stockslager repled with some warmth 
that he was performing what he considered his 
duty in contendmg for the execution of the 
special order. Quite a brisk and apparentiy 
personal colloquy then sprang up between 
Randall and Stockslager, but the confusion in 
the hall was go great as to render the remarks 
unintelligible. Stockslager demanded the yeas 
and nays on Randall's motion, which was lost— 
yeas, 185; nays, 83—the necessary two-thirds 
not being in the affirmative. 

Mr. Stockslager moved that the House go 
into Committee of the Whole. Lost—72 to 91— 
and the Speaker proceeded to the cail of com- 
mittees tor reports. 

Mr. Clardy, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, reported a bill authorizing experiments 
as to the practicabitity of liehting the naviga- 
ble waters of the United States by electricity. 
Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

A bill was reported from the Committee on 
Public Buildings increasing to $180,000 the 
limit of the appropriation for a public building 
at Marquette, Mich. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, with Mr. Wellborn in the chair, on the 
Naval Appropriation bill for the remainder of 
the current vear. 

Following is the report of tne Committee on 
Appropriations in explanation of tne bill: The 
bill makes provision for the naval service for 
the six months ending June 30, 1885, on the 
basis of the bill which passed the House at the 
first session of this Congress, giving for cach 
item of expenditure just one-half the amount 
contained in said bill, with the following excep- 
tion: For current expenses, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, in liew of one-half, or $100,000, 
there is given $90,000; for the current ex-

leu of one

000; for the current expenses ot the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, in Heu of one-half, or $875,- 
000, there is given $280,000, together with the 
unexpended balance of $140,000 from the ap- 
propriation of 1884 for monitors; for the puy 
of the navy and marine corps there is give, in 
lieu of one-balf of the amount contained in 
said bili, a sum equal to the balance remaining 
after deducting. tue appropriations for the first 
six months from the whole sum pro- 

bill, There is nothing 
in the bill for steel cruisers, the 
appropriations ta complete them baving al- 
ready been made, The bill appropriates in all 
$6,120,155, which, added to the sum appro- 

priated for the first six months ended Dec. 31, 
1884, $8,860,817, makes the total appropriation 
for the navy for the entire fiscal year of 1685, 
$14,980,472, or $913,961 less than the appropria- 
tions for the fiseal year 1884. 

There was no general debate on the bill, and 
it was immediately read by sections for amend- 
ments. On a point of order raised by Mr. 
Glasscock, the provision that naval line officers 
may be detalled as instructors in any schools 
or colleges was struck from the bili. No 
amendments were offered, and, the committee 
having risen, the bill passed without a disserft- 
ing vote. 

The Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bili was debated at length (elsewhere reported) 
in the Committee of the hole, but without 
action the House adjourned to Monday.

DAN HOLOOMB ACQUITTED. 

JACKSON, Mich., Jan. 10.—(Special.}—The 
case of Dan Holcomb, charged with the Crouch 
murder, was given to the jury at ö o'clock this 
afternoon. The court was severe upon mony 
of the prosecution's witnesses, and strongly 
suggested to the jury to acquit, which they aid 
alter two and a half bours of consultation. 
Holcomb showed no change of covatenance 
when pronounced not guilty, but his relatives 
were peroeptibly moved. 


[Jacob D. Crogeh, bis daughter Eunice White, 
ber husband Heury White, and a drover named 
Moses Polley were murdered in their beds at the 
Crouch farm, seven miles from Jackson, in the 
Township of Spring Arbor, the night of Nov. 21, 
1883. Crouch bad been killed by a gunshot wound 
in the back of the neck. In the front bedroom the 
bodies of Mr. and Mee. Henry White were found 
weitering in their bieod, Mr. White with a bullet- 
hole under the right ear, another in the head near 
the top, and marks of still amother which grazed 
the scalp. Mrs. White bad bullet-holes in her 
right arm above the elbow, one in the neck, and 
another io the head on the right side. In a day or 
twoshe would have become a mother. In the 
other bedroom lay the body of Moses Polley, 
the drover, with a bullet-hole in the back of 
his neck, passing tato the brain. A second 
bullet entered the right side. A colored 
boy named George Boles, who worked on 
the place and slept up-steirs, and Mrs. Julia 
Reese, a domestic, who slept in a littie back 
bedroom, were immediately taken into custody. 
Crouch was 74 years of age, and possessed perhaps 
$500,000 in property in Jackson County and sheep 
ranches in Texas near Fort Worth. Polley, the 
drover, came West to buy cattie, and had a large 
amount of money with him. He was from 
Mercer County, Pennsylvania. At the inquest 
nothing was developed to clear up the 
mystery. Mrs. Holcomb was taken ill the 
morning of Nov. 22, never recovering her 
health sufficiently, to leave er house, and died 
Feb. 2. Feb. 6, 1884, James Foy. 6 hired man 
of Dan Holcomb, tried to Kill a man at Union City, 
und the next day took his own life. It is believed 
he knew all about the murders. Two days after- 
ward an attempt was made to assassinate Galen 
EK. Brown, a Janesville detective, near Horton. 
He was shot in the breast by one of twa 
men who met him in a buggy. the ball 
entering near the heart. Judd Crouch and Hugh 
— 2 were arrested on suspicion, but dis- 
mis „ but Juda was subsequently rearrested. 
March 1 Holcomb and Crouch were arrested and 
lodged in jail without bail, technicaliy on the 
charge Of murdering Jacob D. Crouch,but in reality 
as the authors of the quadruple tragedy. After a 
preliminary trial, beginning March 7 and ending 
March 28, both were held, and April 7 admitted to 
bail in $20,000 each. Hoicomb isthe son-in-law to 
Jacob Crouch and Judd is a son. March 29 Lorenzo 
D. Bean, a farmer who had become crazed over the 
tragedy, died at Spring Arbor, and April 13 Alex- 
ander H. Lee, a laborer, who had brooded so much 
over the tragedy that he imagined he was one of 
the murderers, committed suicide. The case of 
Crouch and Holcomb was called in May, 1884, but 
continued until November. Many other sénsation- 
al incidents besides those enumerated have been 
developed since the tragedy took place. }

THE ELEVATED ROADS. 
MANHATTAN’S LATEST MOVE TO DODGE TAXES. 

New York, Jan. 10.—({Special.|—Great sur- 
prise was created in Wall street today by the 
announcement that the offices of the Manhattan 
Railway Company, which controls ali the ele- 
vated roads in New York, bad been removed to 
Irvington-on-the-Hudson. The summer homes 
of Jay Gould and Cyrus W. Field are at Irving- 
ton. The statement of the company is as fol- 
lows: “Notwithstanding the decision of the 
Supreme Court and the settlement of the 
taxes of the elevated railroad with the 
city for the last six years on the basis 
of that decision, the tax commissioners are 
trying to compel the elevated roads to pay 
taxes upon their capital stocks to amounts 
very greatly in excess of. those fixed as correct 
and just by the Supreme Court. We under- 
stand that the capital stock of the Manhattan 
will be assessed for the year 1885 at $26,000,000, 
the capital stock of the New York Elevated at 
$6,500,000, and the capital stock of the Metro- 
politan at about 56.500.000. This indicates 
that the removal is to escape bigh taxation. 

A director of the company said: he re- 
moval of the main office to Irvington was de- 
termined upon by the Executive Committee. 
It ig not expected that the change will enable 
the company to evade the payment of taxes, 
but it gives the ea the choice ot place 
where the property shail be assessed. We 
claim that a portion of the elevated railroad 
lines is within the jurisdiction of Westchester 
County. The precedent for this removal was 
established by the Pacific Mall Steamship Com- 
pany, when that corporation resisted tbe at- 
tempt to impose excessive taxation upon it by 
taking the main office to Nyack.” 

Cyrus W. Field said; Under our charter 
we will have more miles of line in Westchester 
County than in New Lors County. We have 
no lines in Westchester as but we will 
have. This step has been n under the ad- 
vice of counsel." 

A belief prevails in some quarters that the 
move was to avoid interference in the 
tion of merging the three old companies into 
one.

The following pledge was 
signed by each of the delegates present: “ We 
pledge the vote of our club in favor of the ad- 
mission to the National League of the new St.

The Injurious Effects of Electric 
Light upon the Eyes—A Good Thing 
for the Oculists. 

Medical journals have recently had some- 
thing to say concerning the effect of electric 
ligbts upon the eyes, and have agreed that the 
effect is very injurious—much more so, in 
fact, than people have any idea of, because 
many persons effiicted with defective vision or 
any ere trouble attribute it to cold or some 
other cause when the blame realiy rests with 
the new and popular mode of illumination. A 
TRIBUNE reporter asked Dr. Samuel J. Jones, 
the well-known oculist, if he thought the elec- 
tric lights made bis business any better, and 
the reply was: Tu not say anything about 
my business, but I will say that 1 would not 
work in or occupy a room lighted by electrici- 


“Why not?” 

* Because I think too much of my eyes and 
am eatisfied that the electric light would play 
the mischief with them.“ 

How does the new light act upon the eyes? 

“In the first place it is too brilliant and 
dazzling, producing too much of a strain on the 
optics and causing at times an affliction sim- 
lar to snow-blindness. Then it is too unsteady, 
the flickering movement keeping the iris oon- 
Stantly agitated. In a light room, for in- 
Stance, the iris is contracted to keep out 
2 superfiuity of light, but going to a 

ark room it immediately begins to expand to 
get all the light possibile, so that in a short time 
the room appears tu bave grown lighter and 
objects become more distinct. It follows, 
therefore, that a flickering light must keep the 
iris agitated and ultimately cause infamma- 
tion of the retina.”’

A LEGAL QUESTION.

HAINES’ ACTION WHILE TEMPORARY SPEAK- 

ER. 

Sprinerrecp, III., Jan. 10.—[Special.|— 
Haines went to Chicago last night, where it is 
believed he wil! pertect plans for keeping him- 
self in the Speaker’s chair without the for- 
mality of another election. Although he has 
not so stated it is now believed that he pro- 
poses to claim that he is Speaker, and will 
quietly arrange the committees and present 
them to the House some day next week 
and invite the members to go on 
with their work. If that should be his course 
he will probably so arrange the committees 
that enough Democrats and Republicans will 
obtain desirable places to make a combination 
that would prevent a successful rebellion 
against his pretensions. The possibility that 
Haines may do this has caused the question to 
be discussed a good deal today. Among some 
lawyers there is a belief that without a tormal 
election of a Speaker the House will not be 
legally organized. Gov. Hamifiton said today 
that a bill passed with Haines as\ Speaker 
without a forma! election a8 permanent presid- 
ing officer would not be worth the payer it was 
written on. The Hon. J. 8. Ewing ot Decatur 
and others took the same view, but Chief-Juse- 
tice Schofteld, Gen. Palmer, and Maj. J. A. Coé- 
nolly say that Haines is as muen a Speaker as 
any man could ever be, and that the House oan 
now do business as legally as though be bad 
been declared Permarment Speaker. They say 
that, inasmuch as the House can change its 
Speaker every day, it is not neces- 
sary to formaily declare that the 
person elected shall be permanent, and that if 
such a deciaration were made it would not take 
away the right tochange at any time. They 
therefore hold that all that Haines bas to do is 
to announce his committees and go to work. 
This question is said to ‘have been fully dis- 
cussed when Haines was Speaker in 1875. At 
that session at one time the Democrats threat- 
ened to unseat him if he did not make himseif 
less obnoxious. 


SITTIG EXPLAINS. 
HE DID NOT DESERT THE REPUBLICANS. 

Mr. R. A. Sittig was seen at his residence by 
a TRIBUNE reporter last night and requested 
to give an explanation of his conduct. He 
complied with this request substantially as fol- 
lows: 

“T can well understand that many of my Re- 
publican constituents sbould be surprised at 
my voting for a Democrat in temporarily or- 
ganizing the House, but I believe that before 
many days my course will be better under- 
stood, and that it will then be generally ap- 
proved.

A Physician Suggests the Advisability 
of Building Hospitals to Be Used in 
Case the Epidemic Comes to Chicago. 
Onicaeo, Jan. 9.—[Editor of the Tribune. |— 

It is with no intention to create needless ap-

Manifestiy one 
of our most ing needs is for speciai hos- 
pital facilities for cariag for as many cases of 
cholera as may, by any possible contingepey, 
have need of them. 

It should be remembered that in viruient 
epidewics of cholera many are suddenly st- 
tacked; some in the shops, others on the cars 
and in the streets. In the last epidemic in 
1866, of 1.187 persons who died in New York 
City 588—more than one-half—were attacked 
in the streets. Persone thus suddenly stricken 
down must be quickly taken somewhere. Our 
present hospital accommodations being en- 
tirely inadequate for the purpose, other 
and special ones should be provided, and pro- 
vided before the epidewic is upon us. In view 
of our topography and our large area there 
should be a special cholera-hospital erected in 
each of the three divisions of the city, so far 
removed from the centres of popula as to 


These hospitals, 
being for temporary use and only during the 
summer season, need not be expensive. They 
ean be built of wood and on the barracks plan. 
They should be erected away from the lake 
shore and should not be connected, even re- 
motely, with our sewerage system. The earth 
closet, or some modification of it, should re- 
ceive all the excretion, and the most powerful 
germicides snould be supplied in prodigal 
abundance. 

These hospitals should be built, filled with 
beds and furniture and all ready for occupancy, 
before the advent of hot weather. It will —

artesian wells to provide them with pure drink- 
ing water and the means of ample fusbing and 
other purposes. 

Besides the necessity for providing for the 
poor and homeless, a strong and most practical 
argument in favor of the measures bere advo- 
cated lies in the advantages of isvlation. The 
first case of cholera — 2 occurs 8 be 
rigidl uarantined, every other case 
whieh — should be similarly treated. Last 
summer the cholera found Toulon. Marseilles, 
and Naples unprepared for its reception; Rome 
erected hospitals and maf@e intelligent efforts 
at local quarantine; Paris did likewise, and the 
relative 7 2 oltles demonstrates 
the wisdom of so. doing. 

Cleaning the streets and alleys, inspecting 
the tenement-houses, condemning unwhole- 
some meats and vegetables—ail these are val- 
unable means for preventmg and controlling the 
possible epidemic, but they are not enough. 

In addition to these, the measures herein 
specified should be inaugurated and the work 
should be commenced at once. The good effect 
which such preparauons as these would have 
upon the public mind should not be left un- 
considered. If the authorities are awake and 
in earpest there should be no panic, and there 
need be little, if any, a hension.

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The New Superinteadent Gives Many 


When the site of the Cook County Insane 
Asylum, Poor-House, and Infirmary was de- 
cided upon it is more than likely that some of 
the County Commissioners had land to sell or 
had friends who nad land to sell. The location 
Was ten miles from the city, on a bleak, wet 
prairie, and its only recommendation seemed 
to be that it was on a ridge of sand that cuts 
across the country from northwest to south- 
east. When these buildings were firat put up 
a long, plain, two-story frame building, paint- 
ed of a suggestive yellow, was the almshouse, 
and an apartment therein was dedicated to the 
uses of the insane. The cell system 
was in vojfue, and the poor unfortunates, 
ebained band and font, dragged on a miserabie 
existence or died as best pieased them. Of the 
horrible abuses and atrocities committed there 
it e a shame.to speak or think. Modern 
thought and modern improvements came, 
and, absolutely forced thereto by public 
opinion and a press then rapidly growime in 
power and influence, the county authorities 
then began to build up, and improve, and pro- 
vide a home for their charges that should be a 
little better at least than stables for beasts of 
burden. A8 a consequence there is today at 
Jefferson a system of county institutions—per- 
bape not the best, but which is palatial in com- 
- parison with the squalid buts formeriy used for 
the dwellings of those who, by misfortune, 
vice, or disease, became a charge upon the 
county. 

When these buildings were first established 
at Jefferson the only means of access was by 
the Northwestern Railway, that has a depot 
which is said to be one mile away. A wagon- 
road leads across the prairie, cornering around 
farms. The inhabitants and the railroad people 
say the asylum is one mile from the depot. 
This must be an airline. A crow might fly 
there or a dog might run there in that distance, 
but a decent white man who undertakes to 
waik the station known as Plank-ROad 
will and that he must walk at least three miles 
before he reaches bis destination. It is true that 
the St. Paul Road, with one of its com- 
paratively new branches, bas established a de- 
pot that is much nearer, but with a perversity 
that is simply exasperating the trains leave 
Chicago for Jefferson at the unearthly bour of 
6:30 a. m., and at the inconvenient hour of 2 
p.m. The first is too early, the second too 
late. Upon the Northwestern a train leaves 
Chieago at II o'clock. The reporter for Tan 
Tano and the artist decide to tempt tate 
and take passage.

It's a very good dinger that we get in the 
dining-room. The reporter and the artist have 
good appetites, as may be supposed.

At last the tour of inspection is fairly com- 
menced.

He leads 
the way to the enginc-room and we follow. He 
points to the extra fire pumps, and says that 
the capacity for throwing water is greater than 
that of any one fire-engine in Chicago. He 
shows us the fire-pumps and the extra engines 
all ready for use, but, though the engine-room 
may be as clean as my ladj's boudoir, in imag- 
ination we can bear the roar of the flames up 
the pine staircases, the dust holes,“ and the 
food elevators. 

The building, the engineer informs us, is 
heated by both direct and indirect steam sys- 
tems. There are six immense boilers in the 
boller- room, and one is always beld in reserve. 
Hot water is furnished for the laundry ana 
kitchen. The water supply is derived from an 
artesian well, from a cistérn holding 5.000 bar- 
rels which preserves the rainfall oo the roof, 
and from the ponds and puddies about the in- 
stitution, of which there is never a lack. In 
the winter, when there is a favorable rainfal! 
and a convenient freeze, there is a sheet of ice 
around and about extending for miles. It is 
often the case that ice-boats are rigged up and 
navigated for amusement, the only drawback 

the farmers’ gates and bars. The labor 
in the engine-room, the carrying in of coal and 
the carrying out of cinders, is mostiy done by 
patients. Adjoining the engine-room is the 
repair-sbop. It is quite extensive, as might be 
supposed from the institution. Patients 
work bere, and to see them in their blouses one 
would never think them lunaties. 
4 THE BAKERY. 
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The laundry is of course a very important 
part of so large an institution. Here the same 
ones work every day except Sunday, and it is 
more than likely that their troubled and be- 
wildered brains would welcome the addition of 
that day to the others. The laundry proper is 
supplied with all improved machinery. re 
are huge washing chines, and troughs witb 
not and cold water. When the visitors look in 
the work for the day is nearly done. Three or 
four men are scrubbing a refractory garment, 
otherwise work is suspended. The men look 
up with a broad smile of vacancy, but make no 
remark. Throughout the institution it is no- 
‘ticed that the men are much more taciturn 
than the women. Adjoining t a larwe ironing- 
room. Here is our first evidence that we are 
in an ingane asylum. A babei of voices greets 
ours ears. A score of women are working, and 
all are talking to themselves with inconceiv- 
able rapidity. The advent of visitors seems to 
excite them. They are mostly iocurable cases, 
though they do their work well. 

I'm not such a character,” insists one. 
No, sir: I'm no such a person.” All the 
while she worke away with great energy, occa- 
sionally getting a shly-beated iron. “If 
you think I am you're greatly mistaken. Any 
way I'm tired of you. and don't give a d—n.” 

* You're in the wrong shop!“ exclaims an- 
other unfortunate. “Go and climb a fence!” 

Miss Gallagher, who bas charge of this room. 
is a little woman who is constantly smiling. 
and controls her difficult charges with ease, to 
all appearances returning the love they have 
for her. She never has any trouble, she says. 
Though the women are workifig with hot irons, 
and ironing clothing at times for tbe children 
of the officers. and doing work that requires 
much skill and dexterity, there seems to be no 
oecasion or temptation to violence. The laun- 
dry im all its appointments seems to be a well- 
kept sort of place. 


> 

The kitchen is clean and well regulated to all 
appearances. There is a long range and the 
usual kitchen appliances. A diminutive woman 
bere, though quite good-looking, says ber name 
is * Richard the Third.’ She notices the re- 
porter looking at the range and says it takes 
fre every night at 11 o'’clook. “I dote on 
Byron and Sbhukspeare,’’ she says, but don't 
amash your heart for me. I am wedded to the 
stage. The officers say she has been here a 
long time, and but littie is known about her. 
That she became insane from studying for the 
stage is the theory. For all ber lunacy she is a 
prime vegetable cook. Perhaps the turned 
brain of asecond Mary Anderson, Clara Morris. 
or Bernhardt is in the kiteben of the Conk 
County Insane Asylum. In a small roam ad- 
joining there are appliances for steam cooking. 
Large kettles are used for coffee and tea, 
fice, hominy, and mush. The head cook 
says they have for supper for the 
patients mush with sirup, bread 
and butter, and tea or coffee, while the 
workingmen get meat. For a change oatmea! 
is issued or eracked-wheat. For sauce there is 
prunes or dried-apples. For dinner they have 
boiled beef, soup, and vegetables. The meats 
are changed three or four times a week for 
variety. Friday they have fresh fish. When 
pork is given for dianer tea is added to the 
bil-of-fare. The vegetables comprise potatoes, 
beans, and hominy; sometimes onions and 
even celery. In summer all kinds of yegetables 
are added in their season. There is no allow- 
ance or ration, but a sufficient quantity is sent 
toeach ward to supply the patients therein 
with all the food they wish. It more than the 
first order is called for it is sent. Any surplus 
is saved for the next meal. 

A vegetable store-room is reached, and the 
guides stop long enough to show a queer char- 
acter. A man was once found on a wood-train 
that arrived at the asylum some twelve or four- 
teen years ago. He could give uo account of 
himself, and nothing was ever learned about 
him. For years and years be has busied bim- 
self every day in peeling potatoes. He never 
speaks to any one, but smiles broadly when 
any remark is made to him. There may be in 
bis history a romance that would make a mod- 
ern novel-writer sick. 


WOMAN'S SEWING-ROOM. 


In the sewing-room there are from eighteen 
to twenty women employed in making bed- 
ding, quilts, asylum dresses, and clothing. The 
better class of femaie patients work bere, and 
they all seem to enjoy the labor. One gir! 
seemed to be afflicted with a happy type of in- 
sanity, for she was continually singing and 
laughing. None of them are compelled to 
work, but perbaps a lunch served at 9 o'clock 
is au inducement. This consists of fresh tea 
and coffee and what is ſeft from the officers’ 
breakfast table. The dresses are substantial 
and of a dark calico, plainly made. The cloth- 
ing for men is bought ready-made, and gives 
good wear. The women take great interest in 
the progress of the work and some of them 
ohat together, though that is the exception 
rather than the rule. The sewing-room is sit- 
uated in the front of the basement, where there 
is a pleasant outlook on the grounds. M'ss 
Van Tromp and Miss Daniel bave charge of 
this important department. 

The store-room is like a country store, ex- 
cept that all goods are in large quantities. 
Here are crockery, tinware, ready-made cloth- 
ing, bats, caps, boots and shoes, barrels of 
sugar, sacks of coffee, and almost everything 
to be thought of.

This is 
One of the best-behaved wards in the institu- 
tion, though the delusions of the patients are 
painfully apparent. Oné poor fellow wears a 
policeman’s star of tinfoil, and a club made of 
ashort handle of a broom; aoothber imagines 
hiweelf a and works his hands 
and arms in imitation of valves atid levers. 
The small bedrooms have two inmates, double 


Here is a male convalescent ward. Dr. Kier- 
nan introduces the visitors to a patient who 
for several weeks insisted that he was dead, 
and refused to eat.

There is a cloth, and at each place is a plate, 
knife, fork, and cup. The cinver hour is past, 
so we are debarred the privilege of seeing the 
patients eat. 

THE BILLIARD-ROOM. 
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An alcove in one of the octagons is a oil. 
fard-room. The table is antiquated; the cloth 
is torn; the cues are crooked, and the tips are 
very queer. The doctor says any of the pa- 
tients can play who choose. With no disre- 
spect to che insane we hope they are not crazy 
enough to play on that table.

The bedrooms have 
also a bureau with drawers, and sometimes the 
walis are Ornamented with muh taste and skill 
by the patients who have talents with a pencil 
ar an eye for color, a pair of scissors, and the 
good will of the attendant. Dr. Kiernan thinks 
the plan of associated dormitories much better 
for the insane, and consequently the wards in 
the new buildimg will be bailt upon that prin- 
eiple. There's a young man, said Dr. Kier- 
nan, who came here convinced that be must 
cut bis own throat. He is doing well now.“ 
The young man wasas pleasant in appearance 
as ever was a State-street masher. He is smok- 
ing, too. 
Do you allow your patients to smoke?’’ was 
asked.

The 
next visit was to a female ward where were 
domiciled chronic cases. Some, most of them 
in fact, were young women. A sparkling, 
black-eyed ltalian insisted upon our accepting 
some chestnuts, and slyly slipped a button in 
the reporter's band. The doctor says her hus- 
band comes to see her every day. She is clean 
and handy, as is shown when she goes in her 
room. Others are singing songs to themselves. 
In the alcove a couple of women 
are playing dominoes, though probably not 
in accordance with the strict rules of the 
game. Inthis department, as in ail others, 
the rule of iated dormitories will be 
adopted a8 soon as practicable. We pass 
through quiet male and female wards, thence 
through the female reception wards, and a 
convalescent female ward where there is an 
epileptic giri ll years old. Here there is a 
piano, but fortunately no one seems to be 
playing.

As we are going 
Dr. Kiernan says: Remember that you have 
seen in all the institution but two patients un- 
der restraint, and those only with wristiets.”’

‘A LIFE OF LITIGATION. 
run CASE OF JARNDYCE vs. JARNDYCE OUT 


DONE. 

Wasnrotow, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.)— 
Poor Myra Clark Gaines is dead in New Or- 
leans. There lies upon the floor in the office 
of the Clerk of the United States Supreme 
Court bere pile of manuscript four feet high. 
It ig tne record in her case against the City of 
New Orleans, which involves $2,000,000—the 
most voluminous record that has ever come to 
this tribunal. Around this reeord—one of ber 
monuments—the oldest lawyers of the Su- 
preme Court today recailed instances in the 
woaderful career of the Miss Flite of the Amer- 
jean chancery court. It would take volumes 
to record the history of this restless, eventful 
life. Mrs. Gaines was one of the noted char 
acters of New Orleans and of Washington. 
She was one of the most frequent visitors to 
the Supreme Court. Two gears before ber 
last great case could be decided in the highest 
tribunal of the land she died. Until recently 
Mrs. Gaines had not looked ber age. Her hair 
was black, slightly tinged with silver, ber 
movements quick and-energetic, her face as 
full of resolution and energy a8 when she first 
began her wonderful legal coateste; but within 
the last three years she had grown old. 

A TRAGEDY. 

She began to fail when she experienced what 
she called the greatest sorrow of ber life” 
in the tragic death of, her son in Washington 
from a pistol-shot io the bands of his brother- 
in-law, James Christmas. There bad long been 
a deadly enmity between these two men, and 
when the murder came—Christmas was ac- 
quitted on the ground of self-defense—the 
heroine of this wonderful lawtzuft was fora 
brief time rendered almost insane. From that 
day her vitality was much diminished. Yet, 
just before she left bere for New Orleans she 
rose ina street-car to give a seat, on account 
of infirmity and age, to a lady thirty years her 
junior. 

LOVE AND LAW. 

M Gaines spent her time partly in New 
York. partly in New ns, and during the 
sessions of the Supreme Court was almost al- 
ways ia Washington. Her second buerband, 
Gen. Gaines, believed implicitly in the merits 
of ber case and expended $200,000 in it. She 
was twice married an had exceilent husbands. 
She retained to the last the dash, piquancy, 
and mental activity which vished her 
among ber sex. Her know of law 
through this long contest bad become rewark- 
able. She 
Daniel C ber father. was one of the 
wealthiest men in the South, one of the earliest 
of the property-holders in New Orleans, and 
represented that territory in Congress during 
Jefferson's Administration. Mrs. Gaines, her 
origin having been from her, was 
given by her father to Capt. Davis to educate. 
During ber childhood she lived in Wilmington, 
Del., in the house which is now the family 

Senator Bayard. It was 
not Mrs. Gaines 
about to marry her first husband, 
William AA of a wealthy Philadei- 
phia merchant, her guardian and supposed 
father told ber the romantic history of her life. 
From that moment Myra Clark Gaines was a 
heroine. As a bride of 20 she commenced to 
seek to prove he legitimacy. From this time 
until the day of her death ber b Was an 
American romance of love and law.

youth, she waged ber lite-long battle against 
injustice and persecution to success, and in her 
old bad been largely rewarded.

SYhereplied: “If that remark had 
been made by one of my own sex I should re- 
buke ft, but I don't expect anything better 
from a man. Sir, I dave ever striven 
to pursue the path of duty, and, to quote the 
words of my noble-hearted husband. the Gen- 
eral, the path of duty is ever the path of honor, 
safety, and glory. When I get possession of 
my estate my path will be more than ever 
crowded with duties, and to the discharge of 
these, especially my duty to the poor people 
who purchased my land ip good faith, I will de- 
vote myself and my means.”

QUESTIONS OF CUMMON INTEREST. 

It will be conclusively plain, Mr. Kas- 
son, when the correspondence be pub- 
lished, that the American policy, instead of 
having been embarrassed, has been strength- 
by American participation in its settlement of 
questions of common interest for ail. There is 
o pretense of bindimg anybody except the 
Governments which shall voluntarily accept 
the declaration of the conterence.

COMMENT ON THE ATTITUDE OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


Lowpon, Jan. 10.—(Special.|—The appear- 
ance of America in the Congo Conference tends 
to emphasize an uneasy view of things in the 
minds of European diplomatists. The news of 
the Herbert resolution in the Lower House of 
Congress and of the discussion which ensued 
has been fully cabled bere and read with much 
interest. France is particularly angry at the 
intrusion, ane one British alarmist telegraphs 
from Beriin his suspicions that Bismarck fa- 
vors American intervention in A affairs 
because he counts on American aid 
in destroying OGritish interests in the 
new world. Whatever tliat may mean, 
there is no special feeling bere on 
the subject—oertainiy not from that point of 
view—but there is much surprise that America 
should wish to get mixed up in what promises 
now to be a grand political cyclone. The 
change in War Minister has made it still 
more probable that France in the end will 
cease putting obstructions in the way of the 
conference and take the best terms she can 
get, and thus prevent any Continental enmi- 
ties hampering oer progress in China.

IRISH AFFAIRS. 
THE LEADING TOPICS TO COME BEFORE THE 
APPROACHING SESSION. OF PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpos, Jan. 10.—(|Speciai.j—Asiae from 
foreign affairs, the drift and effect of which no 
one dares to forecast, the coming session of 
Parliament is not expected to discuss much 
other than redistribution and coercion. One 
feature of redistribution which will be at- 
tacked in the committee stages is the proposed 
favoritism to Mr. Speaker Peel in adding near- 
ly 8,000 in a widely-scattered population to his 
tiny Warwick borough in order to save it from 
abolition. The Irish members intend to bring up 
in contrast the case of Drogheda, which is 
to be abolished because it lacks 6500 of the 
necessary number, and they expect help from 


2 host of disgruntled members whose bor- 


ougbs are sacrificed, though they are larger 
than Warwick. The result in Tipperary, of 
which 1 sent a full account in the middie of 
the week. has measurably increased the fear 
of Mr. Parnell’s strength among English poli- 
ticians. With the priesthood and hierarchy 
avowedly behind him, and with the doctrine 
of a central selection of candidates firmly es- 
tablished, he is practically autocrat in the three 
lower Irish provinces. And even the bogey of 
the nationalization of land is to be feared, for 
Michael Davitt is gone and Henry George has 
been safely switched off upon the crofter agi- 
tation. In Ulster this heresy threatened at 
one time seriously to cripple the Nationalist 
cause, but since the great ovation given by 
Belfast to T. P. O'Connor, who has been the 
fiercest opponent of the Davitt-George theo- 
ries, and who went to Belfast purposely to 
join issue with a little group of schismatics 
who had control of the league there, no trouble 
is apprehended in the North. 
PARNELL’S STRENGTH. 

It is now believed that Mr. Parnell will get 
all but firteen or eighteen of the 100 members 
in the next election, and be figures that there 
will be not less than sixty seats in England 
and Scotiand where Irish voters can turn the 
scaie and compe! the Liberal candidates to ac- 
cept a home-rule pledge or be beaten. In 
short, itis seen to be absolutely certain that 
Mr. Parnell will bold the balance of power in 
the next House. Accordingly, the Liberal 
papers and politicians are beginning to protest 
against a gratuitous quarrel with him which 
the proposed renewal of coercion measures in 
the next session involves. The sentiment thus 
fostered is likely to grow strong enough to 
change the Ministerial policy, even at the risk 
of los Lord Spencer.

Jan. 10.—The Irish National League 
in Great Britain has just publisbed a circular 
advising the members of the organization to 
use their whole influence in favor of the Irish 
National cause.

HENRY GEORGE. 
HIS RETURN TO LONDON FROM A LECTURING 
TOUR IN SCOTLAND—THE CROFTERS. 

Mr. Henry George, who has been lecturing in 
Scotiand, returned to London today. He looks 
somewhat fagged, but is in good spirits and ap- 
parently satisfied with his trip. In an inter 
view with your correspondent he stated that he 
was delighted with his tour in Skye and agree- 
ably surprised at the amount of enthusi- 
asm which greeted him at every meeting 
of crofters which he addressed. The crofters, 
Mr. George says, now fully accept tke princi- 
ples involved in the nationalization of land, 
and show an appreciation of the precepts 
which he laid before them, far beyond his ex- 
pectanon, and somewhat unusual even in 20m- 
munities credited with greater intelligence. A 
crofter audience is warm and responsive and 
never misses a point. Interruptions are fre- 
quent, but always good-natured, and oftener a 
help than an embarrassment. At three of the 
places at which he spoke in Skye Mr. George 
was tendered the use of the church or school- 
house. At the other polats the meetings were 
held in the open air. 

THE NO-RENT AGITATION. 

In reply to a question as to what would bo 
the probable result of the agitation which be 
had been conducting, Mr. George said that he 
was convinced that the “‘no-rent” movement 
was certain to attain formidabie dimensions. 
He was astounded and gratified at the change 
of spirit which had taken piace in the minds of 
the entire ple of Scotiand. The fear of 
landlords their agents, which had until re- 
cently beld complete sway, was no longer para- 
mount, the new light which he boped he had 
been able to throw on the land question hav- 
ing had the effect of dispellmg many

DOMESTIC MISERY. 

A SAD STORY COMES TO LIGHT THROUGH THE IN- 
TERVENTION OF THE AMERICAN LEGATION. 
Lonxpon, Jan. 10.—[Speciai.|—A sad story of 

domestic misery between an American couple 

has just come to light through the intervention 
of the American Legation in London. The hbus- 
band is Mr. Hicks, a quasi-journalist, who was 
married in Buffalo in 1878 to Miss Caroline 

Sloane, daughter of Judge Sloane of that city. 

It was known that Hicks had been married be- 

fore, and in order to satisfy the scruples of 

Miss Sioane and her relatives he made 

an affidavit, just before his second 

marriage, that he bad not seen his 
first wife for seven years, and that he 
believed she was dead. Soon after their mar- 
riage Mr. and Mrs. Hicks came to England. 
and for the last few years they have lived in 

London. During this time three children were 

born to them. From the first, however, Mrs. 

Hicks had been haunted by the fear that the 

first wife was alive, and that Hicks would de- 

sert his new family forher. Eleven weeks ago 

Mrs. Hicks found concealed in the sweatband 

of Mr. Hicks’ hat two photographs which had 

been recently taken and which corresponded 
with the descriptions she bad heard of the first 

Mrs. Hicks. Her busband had lately been very 

remiss in his attentions to his family, and was 

spending more and more of his time away from 
home. 
FLED FROM HER HOME. 

The second wife became satisfied that she 
had been wilifully deceived for years, and she 
fled from home, taking her three little children 
with her. When Hicks returned to his house 
he was maddened to find that bis victim had 
escaped, and seemed to be especially angered 
by the loss of his children. With the aid of a 
firm of private detectives he scoured London, 
and finally discovered the fugitives, who 
had taken refuge in an humble 
lodging behind a rag shop in Nottinghill and 
were almost absolutely destitute. Hicks 
roughly ordered his wife to return home. She 
taxed bim with his deceit, and be refused 
either to admit that be was guilty or to relieve 
her tears by denying the charge. He asserted 
bis marital autbority and threatened to have 
her arrested and her children taken from her 
if she did not speedily return. In order to 
gain time and to rid herself of her tormentor 
for the time being she promised that she 
would return to Hicks’ bouse with the chil- 
dren the following Friday. 

SEEKING PROTECTION. 

As soon as Hicks left the lodgings Mrs, Hicks 
burried to the American Embassy in the mem- 
bers’ mansion, Westminster, and claimed pro- 
tection asa distressed American citizen. She 
related her history. exhibited proof of Hicks’ 
continued ill-usage, and expressed her belief 
that his first wife was alive and in London.

Lowpow, Jan. 10.—|Special.}—The decision 
to make Prince Edward's celebration a strictly 
domesne and county affair was very wise, for 
the current comment shows that on a wider 
scale it would have come dangerously near to 
flat failure. Ouly three of the London daily 
papers printed orthodox adulating leaders, and 
these were mercilesiy guyed by the others, as 
was also the sickening sycophancy of the local 
and municipal addresses.

PERSECUTED JEWS. 
BASTINADOED AND IMPRISONED IN YFRIID 
DUNGEONS. ° 

Lonpon, Jan. 10. from Tangier 
say a crowd of Jewish pes from Demnat, 
who bave been driven from r homes, have 
arrived there and presented to the foreign Con- 
suls a memorial, in which state the Gov- 
ernor instigated the police rob their ware- 
houses and shops: that they bastinadoed and 
imprisoned them in fetid dungeons, afterward 
takmg ransom for their liberation. It 
is alleged that the Moors murder 
the Jews at pleasure. Mr. Matthews, 
the American Consul at Tangier, sent the letter 
to the Sultan of Morocco, asking that the Gov 
ernor be removed. The Grand Vizier replied 
charging the Jews with fomenting rebeilion, 
and stated that a popular outbreak and the 
massacre ot the Jews were threatened. Fart 
Granville bas ordered the British Minister at 
Tangier to remonstrate with the Sultan. 

FRENCH PROMISES OF PROTECTION. 

Paris, Jan. 10.—The new French Ambassa- 
dor to Morocco, in reply to a deputation from 
the Jewish Alliance, promised to protect to the 
utmost the Jews in Tangier, and use his best 
efforts to restore order. 


A BLOODY BATTLE. 
SERIOUS FIGHTING BETWEEN AFRICANS AND 
GERMAN TROOPS. 


Berutn, Jan. 10.—Commander Knorr of the 
German squadron on the coast of West Africa 
telegraphs that the corvets Olga and Bie- 
marck arrived at Cameroons Deo. 18, and 
landed 830 men and four guns because the 
natives of Hickorytown and Fosstown had ex- 
pelled King Beil and threatened the merchants 
that they were going to burn Belltowu. The 
expedition entered Hickorytown with little re- 
sistance, and then attacked Belitown to rescue 
the German agent, Herr Pantanius. The 
troops were landed at this point under a heavy 
fire, and immediately stormed the hill. One 
man was kilied and several wounded. Sixty 
men held the plateau two hours against 400 
men firing from the bush. When the supports 
arrived they stormed and burned Fosstown. 
The natives meanwhile murdered Herr Pan- 
tanius. Subsequent to these engagements the 
cruisers bombarded Hickorytown, No further 
outbreak had occurred. 

THE NEWS IN THE RBICHSTAG. 

The news of the fighting with the natives at 
Cameroons intensified the opposition in the 
Reichstag to granting further credits for the 
development of the German colonization 
schemes in Africa. This opposition has been 
augmented likewise by the admission of Gen. 
von Caprivi, Minister of Marine, that the co- 
ionial policy would cost the country $1,250,000, 
besides $250,000 for West Africa. The Budget 
Committee of the Reichstag asked Gen. you 
Caprivi to present a detailed statement of the 
necessary expenditures for colonial affairs.

THE DRAMA. 


Is Irving’s Hamlet a Great Impersona- 
~ tion? 

What is one to do who, after witnessing an 
interpretation of Hamlet, feels that he has 
grasped the idea) which the ‘aults of the actor's 
method have not made plain to the entire audi- 
ence? Is it the duty of one in such a position 
to voice what appears to be the popular senti- 
ment, or to try to exviain the profound impres- 
sion which the acting has made upon bimself? 
Should criticism, in a word, be a torch held up 
to an artist’s picture by the hand of laboring 
thought, or should it be a knife in the clutch 
of general opinion, whose first judgments are 
often wrong, but whose final verdict is irre- 
vocable? Believing firmly that one Who praises 
what others condemn should, instead of going 
over to au apparent majority, give a reason for 
the faith that is in him, these lines are written. 

This is an age of transition and of radical 
tendencies in art. In different periods beauty 
has revealed itself in different forma The ad- 
herents of the old forever wage an endless 
controversy with the prophets of the new. 
Half the world says that Wagner's music is a 
revelation; the other half decries it as de 
bauchery of sound. Now, that music is either 
great music or it is not. What are those who 
think they understand it to do but to explain 
as best they may the strength the they dis- 
cern in it? 

So with the acting of Henry Irving. In Bn- 
gland and in America there are careful stu- 
dents of the stage, some ot whom hail him as 
the foremost exponent of bis art, while others, 
whose opinions must be respected, denounce 
bim as a pretenier. The question resolves 
itself into this—wejis either a great artist or he 
is not. With the calm consideration of both 
—— of that question this article concerns 

The author of “Gleanings in the Field of 
Art tells how a lady studying abroad passed 
through the galleries of Italy recording in a 
little notebook her impressions of the oid mas- 
ters. She put down what she actually thought 
of each smoky and obscure canvas. Years 
afterwards, in revisiting the same scenes, she, 
reading the record of her former impressions, 
seratcbed across each page that she bad 
written the mei What ignorance!”’ 
il 


Without dwe on the moral of the story, 
it may be said one whose only method of 
estimating revealed beauty is by comparing it 
with familiar standards may at first fail to per- 
ceive qualities of surpassing richness which on 
subsequent reflection the mseives. 
Does not the history of art prove that the par- 
tial failure of a worker to impress his contem- 
poraries with his greatness may 
not so much to defects 
as to the lack of appreciation 
on the part of those whose judgment was 
sound, but whose perception was not quick? In 
the Elizabethan era, for instance, those who 
were familiar with Shakspeare’s writings had 
no lofty opinion of the author. They saw that he 
often indulged iu bathos, that his rhetoric was at 
tomes turgid and false, and that his wit was 
often coarse and common. They condemned 
him also for being in many obscure 
and unintelligibie, but they did not perceive 
that beneath all bis faults of method there 
was that truth of nature which makes the 
whole world kin — that substance of natural 
learning ’’ which Dryden finally declared to be 
superior to erudition. They saw his faults 
very plainly—every school-boy can point them 
out today. Their judgment as far it went was 
sound. The only trouble with it was that it 
did not go far enough. 

Must criticism forever ocoupy itself with 
superficial phases or must it weigh the sub- 
stance of every creation? When David Gar- 
rick interpreted Shakspeare his delivery was 
condemned and his deportment was ridiculed, 
and yet be is the foremost figure in the history 
of the English stage. When Le Kain 
before the Parisian pyubilc he was roundly 
hissed, but the name of that was 
practicaily a cripple, heads the list of the 
actors of France. Some one has said that his- 
tory repeats itself. 

When Heury Irving first played Hamiet in 
the Lyceum at London the audience was cold 
to him during the first two acts, but warmed 
up as bis purpose was unfolded. He said after 
the performance that he had given the part 
thirty years of thought. It his Hamlet be not 
a great one by this time be is unfitted to rank 
among the Bettertons, Kembiles, Keans, and 
Garricks of the English stage. This part is the 
crucial test of histrionic genius, and by bis 
presentation of it an artist like Mr. Irving 
should stand or fall. 

In analyzing his portrayal, which was wit- 
nessed by crowded houses last week, itis well 
to begin with his method. This is what people 
saw: An actor witha peculiar, dragging gait 
which unpleasantly affected the nerves, with a 
voice of thin and penetrating quality, now 
drawn out like élastic and again lost in guttural 
confusion, and finally with an enunciation per- 
tectly clear at some moments but muffled and 
indistinct at others. They saw a figure that at 
times seemed wielded with awkwardness, 
but which, in a sitting posture, showed 
an artistic outline. The interviews with 
the ghost were tedious to those spectators 
who had expected that the citadel of their emo- 
tions was to be stormed at the outset. The 
actor who personated the gbost was of the old 
school and somewhat perfunctory in manner. 
The workings of Hamlet's face could not be 
clearly perceived. Mr. Irving gave new mean- 
ings to the text in several places, but those 
who did not know the play by beart remained 

ve instead of actively following and weigh- 
ing the dialog. It is related that Betterton’s 
firat interview with the ghost was so effective 
that the house thundered with applause until 
the reappearance of the Prince with the ap- 
parition. These scenes brought little applause 
from Mr. Irving’s auditors. The distracted 
ending of a tender, pathetic interview with 
Ophelia started a momentary burst of eathusi- 
asm. The gieaming wit and the cold, courteous 
sarcasm of Hamlet in the passages with Polo- 
nius and the King appeared to be keenly appro- 
ciated. The dialog preceding the play scene, 
where Hamlet almost unbosoms himself to 
Horatio, passed unnoticed. The bighly- 
wrought-up climax of the play scene iteeif 
turilled the audience with excitement trom pit 
to gallery. The passages in which Hamiet up- 


braids the Queen and holds converse with we 


ghost were apparently ineffective. The 
actor’s features at this point could not 
be well distinguished, No strong impression 
was made by the graveyard scene, which was 
played in a subdued key. It looked as if Mr. 
Irving bad not set his ideal in realized torm be- 
fore the audience. His breathless awe in the 
presence of the ghost was not comrnunicated 
to his bearers, delicate shades of pathos did not 
always touch them, and, on the whoie, the un- 
conventional Hamlet did not seem as impres- 
sive as the traditional one. It is here submit- 
ted that either the performance was not a 
great one, or, being great, it was not fully ap- 
preciated. It will be admitted that the latter 
alternative is possible, for it has been said by 
some that they did not perceive Mr. Irving's 
meaning until they had seen bim play Hamiet 
several times. Tbie fact of itself answers in 
the affirmative the important question: Can an 
actor be great who 12 at first to realize bis

It was 
resolved to purchase sixty-one volumes of cur- 
rent American books at a cost of $75 and sey- 
enty-two English books at $90.

READING IN SCHOOLS. 
LIBRARIAN POOLE’S TALK TO THE .CHICAGO 
SCBOOL-TRACHERS. 


The First M. E. Church was filled with public 
school] teachers yesterday forenoon to listen to 
a paper by Librarian Poole upon the subject of 
livrary work in connection with the public 
schools. 

With the majority of young people, Mr. 
Poole said, the public, or at any rate the high 
school, course finished their educational train- 
ing, instead of which it should be but the com- 
mencement. In his estimaton there was no 
greater lesson in the whole course of high- 
school training than that which made the 
young mind aqquainted with the various styles 
of literature, with the names of books and au- 


thors. He bad seen that the opportunities of- 
fered by the public library were not taken ad- 
vantage of as they should be, and he had some 


time ago invited teachers and their scholars to 


visic the library in the afternoon, and had laid 
out upon a table a hundred carefully-selected 
books for their passing glance. Both teachers 
aud schoiars bad benefited by this procedure, 
and the high schools would be greatly im- 
proved if there were more light thrown upon 
books and authors. 

Culldren should be able to name all the pop- 
ular works of reference and histories and be- 
come familiar with the dictionaries of autbors. 
He would recommend books pleasing to chil- 
dren; some teachers had a prejudice against 
works of fiction, but be thought that many 
such works had a higher aim than many works 
founded on fact. A bild should not be com- 
pelied to read Hume's history when he should 
be reading Robinson Crusoe.“ Lord Macau- 
lay’s father was greatly opposed to his son 
reading worke of fiction, and so the lad read 
them clandestinely. This secret reading of 
fiction was calculated to lead to further acts of 
deception in children; it was impossible to 
keep fiction away from them. They had been 
fed on stories from the cradle, and we sbould 
wait until they were prepared to take more 
solid food. The Viear of Wakefield” and 
Dou Quixote” were issued in their new edi- 
tions of today in the original words in which 
they were written: it had not been found 
necessary to rewrite or correct them, as was 
the case with our American histories or the 
encyclopedias. What reliable history of the 
United States had we? Publishers said that 
books of questionable morals did not find as 
ready sales as of oid. Dime novels were blood- 
thirsty and sensauonal, but as a rule they were 
not immoral. 

During the last twenty years authors have 
given more attention to juvenile literature, and 
be called attention to statistics in this respect. 
The class of literature provided for children 
was far better than the conversations they 
beard upon the street, or, very often, at their 
bomes, and reading should therefore be en- 
couraged. Teachers should guide the reading 
of their scbolars and make selections for 
them. Especially would he cail attention to 
the fact that for class studies books of travel 
and natural history used in connection with 
the text-boous would be valuable adjuncts.

CHICAGO FULL OF UNEMPLOYED ACTORS AND 
ACTRESSES. 

A theatrical woman is in Chicago going 
tbrough the terrible ordeal of organizing a 

company for the road. 

„O, dear, bow tired I am,” she ejaculated 
yesterday afternoon, as she sank back in the 
commodious but none too large hotel parlor 
easy-chair. “Well, sir, do you want an en- 
gagement?“ she asked of the reporter, who was 


the anly one of a dozen applicants left. What 
can you do?” 

Anything from scene-shifting to manag- 
ing a company.“ 

Both positions are filled, and I don’t care 
to carry any ornaments this dull season.“ 

Then times are dull in your business?“ 

“Dull? Never saw anything like it. I've 
been pestered to death by appiicants ali day. 
There are hundreds of unemployed actors and 
actresses, good, bad, and indifferent, in Chi- 
cago. They haven't worked for weeks, and a 
good many of them won't work for months to 
come. There must be 400 unemployed women 
in Chicago today. Inever saw anything like 
it. Men who got $60a week and expenses a 
year ago are giad to work for $30, and I can 
get all the people I want for 86 a week, with 
board and railroad fares." 

“Ten’t this condition of things a good argu- 
ment in favor of the old stock companies? 

**Indeod it is. We'll get around to stock 
companies again in a short time, and it wil) be 
a good thing too. It will save all the expense 
of carrying big companies around the country, 
and I don’t know but it would elevate the 
standard of acting.“ 

** How do all these unemployed peuple live!“ 

Heaven knows; I don’t. They depend on 
their friends largely, and they—and—well, they 
live. You shouldn't ask these questions too 
pointedly. When their friends are exhausted 
they—they—do the best they can, that’s all. 
Do you know,” continued she, I've bad appli- 
cations from enough people, such as they are, 
Wilma to work for their expenses to 
organize several companies like mine: and I 
carry seventeen all told. But I couldn't think 
of taking the majority of them. I want men 
and their wives. Single women keep me in hot 
water all the time, and if you only knew what 
sad havoc they play with a traveling company. 
Sometimes they worry me so much 1 fear that 
I shali suffer from prewature old age. 
© Do you oot run a risk in taking a company 
out at this time of the senson?” inquired the 
reporter, changing the subject. 

“if I thought sol would not go out. But 
let me tell you that nine managers out of ten 
who put companies on the road now wiil 
strand before they are fairly started. This 
has been a most disastrous season, strong 
attractions bave collapsed, and many managers 
who put money into their schemes haven't 
enough left to make a respectable showing in 
bankruptcy. That explains the immense num- 
ber of idle professionals in Chidago as well as 
all over the country.

IS THERE A JOB IN IT? 
COMMISSIONER WREN THINKS THERE’S SOME- 

THING WRONG ABOUT THE INSANE-ASYLUM 

CONTRACT. 

The County Board joint Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and Charities met yesterday to 
consider plans and specifications for the erec- 
uon of the second of the proposed sixteen ad- 
Aitional wards to the Insane Asylum. Hansen 
& Co. were awarded the contract for building 
the first addition, which is just being com- 
pleted, for $69,000. The same contractors bid 
to erect the second buliding for the same fig- 
ure, and to add to it a perfect system of Turk- 
ish, Russian, shower, and swimming baths for 
$14,700 more. Commissioner Kiehm, Chairman 
of the committee, said that he was satisfied 
with Hansen & Co.’s work on the first building, 
and would not object to giving them the con- 
tract for the sebond building. Upon this ex- 
pression of opinion Van Pelt moved that Han- 
sen & Co.’s plans for the second building, 
including the proposed batbs, be recommended 
to the board for adoption. The motion was 
unanimously adopted. Wasserman followed 
with a motion that the contract for erecting 
the building be awarded to Hansen & Co. This 
motion would have also passed unanimously 
bad not Commissioner Patrick McCarthy, who 
ig not a member of the committee, suggested 
that labor and material were cheaper now than 
they were when the contractors erected the 
first building, and that the Commissioners 

Should ndt be in such a hurry. Commissioner 
Senne, while he favored Hansen & Co.’s propo- 
sition, also thought that the matter of award- 
ing the contract should be held over for one 
week, und that a sub-committee be appointed 
to ascertain if the extras in the contractors’ 
bid—the bath-house arrangemenots—were cheap 
enough. Such a committee, consisting of 
Ochs, Kiehm, and Leyden, was appointed, with 
instructions to report in one week. Commis- 
sioner Wren, who was present, said: 

Tu be dashed if you fellows ain't going 
about this matter iu a very slipshod and pe- 
culiar manner. Why don't you advertise for 
bids for that work, according to law?“

THE SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 


WHAT WAS bones Ar YESTERDAY'S SESSION. 

The special gran@ jury met yesterday atter- 
noon soon after lo’clock. Samuel P. Shields, 
Le Grand Odell of the First Ward, D. C. Mo- 
Kinnon of the Fourth Ward, E. D. Kelly, 
and 8. B. Wright, who had been subpcenaed to 
appear as witnesses, were Waiting in the corri- 
dor before the grand-jury room. Dr. Samuel 
Strausser and P. M. Hansbrough bad been also 
served with notice to appear, but both failed 
to materialize. Dr. Strausser, it was reported, 
was in Ottawa visiting his daughter, who is ill 
there. 

The first witness called was Mr. 8. B. Wright, 
manager of the firm of P. L. Hanscom & Co. 


Before going in he said be knew noth- 
ing. more about the fraud than he had 
testified to on two previous occusions and 
would tell the same story over again. 
He was very closely questioned concerning his 
interview with Mackin at Mike McDonald's 
Store“ when the frauds were first discovered, 
and as to whether he bad any suspicion as to 
the purposes for which the ticket was being 
printed. His replies were not at all satis- 
factory, and he became greatly confused under 
Mr. Griunell's questioning. Foreman McVicker 
also took a hand in the examination, which 
lasted over an bour. He told the old story 
about Mackin ordering the bogus tickets and 
their delivery to him at the Palmer House the 
night of Nov. 21. 

The next witness was Le Grand Odell, who 
bas been a judge of election in the Second Pre- 
cinct of the First Ward lor many years. He 
‘was called for the purpose of identifying the 
hundwrittug of Gallagher, who had served with 
bim as judge. He also stated that from ali he 
could learn Gallagher had not deen 
a resident of the State fur a year 
when be swore in his vote in April, 
1883, nor was he im the following November 
when be acted as judge. Mr. Odell gave the 
jurors an insight into the manner in which the 
registry is swelled for voting purposes. He 
was a supervisor at the recent election, and 
made a thorough canvass of the Second Pre- 
cinct of the First Ward, and was unable to find 
S26 of the men who bad voted last April. He 
was told to come again and bring some papers 
he has showing Galiagber’s signature and hand- 
writing. 

When Mr. Odell was excused Mr. W. H. 
Wright, who came in a tew minutes before, 
was called before the jury. He repeated his 
former testimony. He was closely questioned 
as to his reiations with Joe Mackin, and said he 
had done work of a similar character for 
Mackin before. He was asked whether he printed 
counterfeit tickets soon after municipal or coun- 
ty e.ections at any time. He did not recoliect. 
He had printed split-tickets for Mackin at va- 
rious times. He did not know whether it was 
before or after election. He had printed other 
spiit-tickets for Mackin in November. He 
thought it was the morning of election. Mr. 
Wright was kept on the stand nearly an hour 
and a half. When be came out he said his tes- 
timony did .not materially differ from that 


given before the United States grand jury. His 


examination by Mr. Grinnell was more minute 
aod eearching, and he was considerably 
badgered. Foreman McVicker warned him 
not to tell the reporters what be had stated. 
A similar injunction was laid on every witness 
who was examined. 

After Wright's examination the grand jury 
adjourned. Four of their number, Mésers. 
Stewart, Pinney, Rapp, and Fogarty, were 
cailed into the State-Attorney’s office fur con- 
sultation. They remained but a short time, 
and made arrangements for another meeting 
today at some place where they will not be 
bothered by inquisitive reporters. The four 
gentiemen named are to act as a committee of 
consultauon with Mr. Grinnell as to the order 
of procedare and the witnesses to be called 
each day. Allof them are as close as oysters, 
and refused to say anything concerning the 
character of the evidence produced so far.

It was 
announced that the third annual supplement 
to the catalog of the library, embracing 1,200 
volumes, was now ready for distribution. Rec- 
ommendations of the Executive Committee 
that instead of a fourth supplement next year 
the main list and the three supplements be con- 
solidated into one continuous catalog were 
unanimously adopted. Officers for the yesr 
were elected as follows: President, James K.

table. Under the present rules books are per- 
mitted to be taken out for use in courts of reco 
ord only, but, as a matter of fact, the mem- 
bers constantly take them to their rooms, and 
the practice is generally approved. Certain 
members, however, are of the opinion that the 
volumes belonging to the institute should be 
upon the shelves at all times for reference. 


SERITELLO CAPTURED. 
THE ITALIAN MURDERER ARRESTED ON NORTH 
HALSTED STREET BY AN ITALIAN OFFICER. 


Dominick Seritello, the young Italian who 
fataliy stabbed Frank Perella on Clark street 


Friday evening, was arrested at 9:30 o'clock. 


last night at No. 136 North Halsted street, an 
Italian saloon and grocery. The capture was 
made by Officer Charles Revere, an Italian who 
was among the number recently appointed to 
the police force, and who is stationed at Raw- 
son street. The prisoner was taken 
to the Harrison Street Station, where 
in the presence of officersand reporters he ad- 
mitted the assault, and demonstrated how he 
used the knife. He is a slight-builc yoith of 
18 years, wretchedly clad, with a scarred face 
and forehead and a sightiess eye. Altogether, 
his appearance is mild and _ inoffensive. 
Ne said he was sitting in De Rosa's 
place at No. 525 Clark street 
eating a penuy's worth of bread and four cents 
worth of meat when Perella entered. He 
greeted the new comer, whereupon tne latter 
caught him by the throat and pushed him over 
a table. The prisoner passed out of the piace. 
Perella followed him to the waikand struck 
him under the ear with bis fist. At that, he 
said, he pulled out a small pocket- 
knife with a biade about an inen 
and a half in length and struck Pereila. 
He detailed his wanderings after doing the 
stabbing, and claimed that he did not mean to 
kill Pereila and did not know he was dead until 
his arrest. He has been in this country five 
years, and worked most of the time as a labor- 
er on the Rock Island Road. He had recently 
driven a beer wagon and biacked boots. About 
six weeks ago he quarreled with Perella over a 
game of cards, but no blows were exchanged, 
and that was the only trouble that they aad 
ever had. 


A BOGUS CHARITY. 
AN IMPOSTOR SOLICITING ALMS FOR A SUPPOS- 
ITITLOUS CASE OF DESTITUTION. 

A woman about 20 years old, and wearing a 
dark bonnet and dress and a light sacque, 
called on Mrs. Buckley of No. 16 Curtis street 
last Friday afternoon. She represented her- 
self to be a mission-worker in the city, and said 
that sbe wae collecting money for the benefit 
of four young orphans whose mother had just 
died and who were unabie to bear the expense 
of a funeral. She had been sent to the house, 
she said, by Mr. Buckley. Mrs. Buckley. sus- 
pecting her to be an impostor, refused to make 
the desired contribution, but gave the woman 
ber full name. This the supposed phllanthro- 
pist used with such effect at the house 
of Mrs. Dr. Hanson, No. 304 Washington boule- 
vard, that, after repeating the story of the 
four orphans, she received a dollar in money 
and the promise of clothes and more money 
in afew days. During her call Mrs. Hanson 
let fall a remark concerning an iodustrial 
school with which she is identified. This bit of 
information the philanthropic woman turned 
to advantage during a call on Mrs. Dr. Good- 
win, to whom she represented herself as a 
member oft Mrs. Hanson’s Industrial School.“ 
She then visited several more residents on the 
boulevard from whom sbe obtained clothes and 
small sums of money. She eventually betrayed 
herself by a too free use of names and forged 
recommendations. The police have been in- 
formed of ber practices.

sage of the ordinance. Ald. Simons. the mover 
of the ordinance, introduced several citizeas, 
among them Mr. Sam Kerr and Mr. George W. 
Hale, and together with them urged the pas- 
sage of the ordinance as necessarz for the 
completion of the system of bouleva 

Hale pointed out that Union 

present was in a very neg! ect- 
ed state and without sufficient . police 
protection, which would be speedily remedied 
were the Park Commissioners to assume con- 
trol. Mr. Kerr suggested that the city had no 
facilities for running parks, and that it would 
be better for the taxpayers and ue people in 
general to transfer all the public parks to the 
control of the different park corporations. In 
the case of Union Park such a transfer was, 
however, especial'’ urgent, as at present it in- 
terrupted the Washington boulevard, of which 
it should be a prominent feature. He 
thought, however, that legislative action would 
be before the Council could safely 
act in the matter, and advised reference of the 
question to the Corporation Counsel before go- 
ing any further. . 

Ald. Oulierton addressed the committee at 
length opposing the proposition. He admitted 
that it would be a good thing to have the city 
relieved from the care of its small parks, but 
maintained that it would first be necessary to 
increase the park taxes before such a 
thing could . done, as, thanks to fraudulent 
assessments, the park tax as limited at present 
did not yield enough to maintain the existing 
park systems. 

West Park Commissioner Clark was called in 
to make a statement and declared that his 
board wanted to make Union Park a fine feat- 
ure of the Washington boulevard and a beaut 
ful reating-place for all the people. He thought 
that could be done without interfering with 
the improvements in Douglas Park. 

It was finally agreed to ask the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion on the powers of the 
Council in the premises, and to recommend 
that the Legislature be requested to pass a law 
enabling the different park boards to assume 
charge of the small parks within the territories 
taxed for their maintenance, and also increas- 
ing the revenue of the different boards in a pro- 
portiopate manner. N 

The second matter defore the committee was 
the resolution with reference to the settlement 
of the Lake- Front question on the basis of Ald. 
Cullerton’s proposed compromise between the 
city and the Jilinois Central Railway Company. 
Mr. J. H. Stafford began to address the com- 
mittee on the history of the Lake- Front litiga- 
tion, but was cut short by Ald. Young, who 
claimed the committee knew all about it, and 
moved to approve the resolution, which

Wooden Pavements as Now Laid in 
European Cities. 

Mr. Hirsch, Chief Engineer of the city’s Street 
Department, bas followed the experiments 
made in the large cities of the Old World with 
different kinds of street pavements with great 
attention, and is hoping for a chance to 
test dere in Chicago what the dest 
engineermg talent in England has pro- 
nouncea to be the best pavement for great 
cities. This pavement, he says, is of wood, 
Dut laid on a plan entirely different from any of 
the methods followed heretofore on this side of 
the Atlantic. The first requirement gf this 
puvement is a bed of concrete not less than 
six inches thick. This concrete is made of five 

of coarse gravel to one part of Port- 
d cement. Tt has to be prepared with 
great care and has to be finished off perfectly 
smooth, the surface curves to correspond ex- 
actly with the curve desired for the pavement 
of the street. The pavement itself is made of 
wooden blocks, Norway. yeliow, or Southern 
bard pine being coasidered the best material, 
and from three-inch stuff, six inches high, and 
nine inches long. Into one side of each block 
are driven three oast-iron tacks, form- 
ing a triangle with a base of about 
six inches and about three inches high. The 
tacks bave asquare head exactly three-eighths 
ofaninoh bigh. Their purpose is to permit 
the blocks to be set up in solid rows exactiy 
three-eighths of an inch apart, and have the 
rows sustain each other independently of the 


- Gilling to be placed between them. 


For the filling a cement is used made 
of equal parts of very fine gravel and 
Portland cement. Great — 1 is taken 
to fill the spaces up flush with the 
surface of the blocks. * spaces run at right 
angies with the street line. The wood has to be 
well seasoned, but otherwise left entirely io its 
natural state. After each block of the street 
has been paved and the cement filling has be- 
come hard the surface is well sprinkled, 
and then while wet covered with 
about half an inch of fine’ § gravel. 
A heavy roller is passed overcthis to have the 
surface of the wooden blocks weil impregnated 
with the gravel,and then the street is opened 
to trafic. Im order to preserve the pavement 
it has to be kept well cleaned and weil sprinkled, 
and to meet the expansion and contraction due 
to beat and cold the blocks are not forced 
tight between the curbstones. It is claimed 
that a pavement of -this kind is not 
subject to dry rot, that it will wear 
as smooth as an as t pavement, 
and that it will be entirely from tne well- 
founded objections made to other wood pave- 
ments for sanitary reasons. It is claimed to 
last seven years without needing renewal on 
the streets where traffic is the beaviest, and 
much longer, of course, on mere residence 
streets. The special advantages elaimed are 
freedom from noise, cleanliness, elasticity, 
and, above all, a saving im horseshoes and 
rolling-stock. The experiments with wooden 
pavements bave been carried on in England and 
on the Continent foryupwards of ten years and 
have demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
engineers that most of the defects observed in 
wooden pavements were caused by the use of 
tar and asphalt in their construction. 

It was found that board foundations for 
wooden blocks were subject to warping, and 
lacked the stiffmess necessary to prevent the 
breaking of the joints between the blocks placed 
upon them. It was also found that the 2 
creosoting, and otherwise 
pavement blocks favored rather than 2 
ed their dry-rotting. It was also discovered 
that the filling of tne spaces between the blocks 
with gravei and asphalt endangered the stabii- . 
ity of the puvemen t. because the gravei would | 
gradually work down and get underneath the 
blocks, which would then become shaky, a 


— 
found to possess the disadvantage of wearing 
ovt under s , forming grooves between 
the blocks which not only favored the aceumu- 
lation of dirt and other bealtn-endangering 
substances, but which also soon reduced the 
surface of the street to condition of a oor- 
duroy road. All these defects are claimed 
to be practically overcome in the pave- 
ment above described, because there the 
filling has nothing to do with holding the blocks 
in position, and is not affected by changes in 
temperature, as asphalt filling certainly is. 
The trequent epriakling of the pavement is de- 
clared to be of great importance, as it will pre- 
vent the disintegration of the filling, and will 
also preserve an even temperature for the 
wood. 

The first cost of this new style of pavement 
is somewhat greater than that of the best style 
of Nicolson pavement, mainly on account of 
the foundation, but is lower than either stone 
or asphalt, and great advantages are claimed 
over both. Even if the blocks would have to 
be renewed every seven years, Mr. Hirsch 
claims the cost of this pavement would be con- 
siderably less than that of a first-class granit 
pavement, allowing the latter to last for ten 
years without relaying. 5 


A New Twelve-Story Office Building. 

Probably the most important real-estate 
transaction of the week in Chicago was the 
taking out of a buiiding permit by. Mr. P. C. 
Brooks, the Boston capitalist, and the owner 
of the Montauk Block and several more of the 
finest buildings in Chicago, for the erection of 
another costly office building. The site this 
time is the lot at the southwest corner of Clark 
and Van Buren streets, and the projected im- 
provement will be the first large building 
erected south of Van Buren street. Consider- 
ing the office-room already provided in the 
splendid buildings that baye recently gone up 
just to the north of the new Board of Trade, 
and considering that the projectors of the im- 
mense Bensley Buliding just south of it on the 
same block hase not deemed it wise to erect it 
at present, nothing is more characteristic of 
Chicago and nothing more prophetic of its 
future development than that a man should be 
found to invest several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in an office buildmg south of Van Buren 
street.

The building permit places the cost of the 
splendid edifice at $220,000, but this estimate is 
only provisional and euphémistic. If it does 
not cost over $320,000 it will very agreeably 
surprise its owner. As to time, nothing 
can be said except that Mr. Brooks and Messrs. 
Burnham & Root, the architects, are in no 
hurry. It has been ascertained that these 
costly structures require greater deliberation 
in planning the interior than has bitherto been 
given to them, ahd that money is easily wasted 
on them by not watching the labor and material 
markets. In this case, therefore, while no 
time will be lost, there will be po burry to be- 
gin, and after a beginning is made it is thought 
that the erection of the building will not take 
less than two years. 


The Market. 

The existing condition of the real-estate 
market warrants little more than has been said 
about it for several weeks past. No poorer 
criterion of the actual state of the market cap 
be found than that furnished by the recorded 
transactions, for they indicate only a 
small part of the activity that is dis 
covered in every branch of the trade. 
It is too early in the year to close im- 
portant deals, many of which are just under 
way. and the general public can have little 
knowledge of the amount of work dealers are 
doing. They all seem to be busy, maay of 
them witb trades that will prove of value to 
them and will tend to swell the aggregate of 
sales. The inquiries are reported as unusually 
numerous for this time of year, and there 
seems to be plenty of money in the mar- 
ket proocurabie at from 5 to * 
per cent. Building loans appear to 
be easier than last Tall. and 
thus early several good loans are reported. 
An old broker said yesterday that he had never 
seen a better outiook for generai real-estate 
trade than at present. The ready money that 
bad been so long tied up seemed to be slipping 
from its coffers, and real estate was going for- 
ward as the moat promising of all securities.
